The village of Omemee has 
again made the news with the 
admission by Reeve Max Free 
that their Chief Constable 
Ronald Crossthwaite receives 
$1.50 for each conviction he 
obtains in police court on 
charges laid by him. 

Chief Crossthwaite was hir- 
ed by the village council at a 
salary of $7,000 per year, ac- 
cording to Reeve Free, plus 
the per conyiction stipend. 
The village was without an 
official chief for some time 
after council refused to grant 
a raise to former police chief 
James Whetham., Reeve Max 
Free has stated that the pro- 
cedure is not new in Omemee, 
indicating that it has been in 
effect for some ten or twelve 
years. Police Chief Whetham 
received $3,000 per year, plus 
a conviction fee, 

The practise was brought 
to light recently when a Bur- 
keton, Ontario man faced 
eight charges laid by Chief

Crossthwaite in Lindsay Po- 
lice Court. Three of the eight 
charges were dismissed by 
Magistrate Ian Munro, three 
were withdrawn, one charge 
was remanded, and a convic- 
tion was registered on the 
charge of operating an unsafe 
vehicle.

SALARY INCREASES BOOST BUDGET 
LIC SCHOOL BOARD 


“Y think the time has come 
to re-examine the whole struc- 
ture of education in the town 
of Lindsay and to re-establish 
the Board of Education to in- 
clude the High School and the 
Public Schools, and our asso- 
ciation with the County in 
Secondary Education would 
be terminated,” Public School 
board chairman George Inrig 
said today. 


Mr. Inrig said the Public 
School Board would be asking 
Lindsay Council for $236,382.- 
61 this year out of a total bud- 
get of $493,475, an increase 

jof about $36,600 this year. 

This increase is practically all 
a salary increase, pointed out 
Mr, Inrig. The Board have 
approved an across-the-board 
increase for teachers of $300 
this year. “We have to com- 
pete with the whole of Ontario 
for teachers,” pointed out the 
School Board chairman. 


Chairman Inrig said the 
School Board had on two sep- 
arate occasions studied the 
proposed budget in detail and 
pared it down to the mini- 
mum. “We chopped out many 
requests from principals for 
capital improvements,” he 
said. Mr. Inrig said he was 
certain the demand was down 


s \ to a bare minimum, “if how- 
_, ever, the Town Council after 


consideration of our budget 
feels we should review it 
again, we would be perfectly 
willing too,” he said ,“al- 
though I very much doubt if 


we could pare more from it” 


Mr. Inrig gave the compari- 
son figures for the past four 
years — $199.700 in 1965; 
| $238,000 in 1964; $202,310 in 
1963 and $198,717 in 1962. 
He said pupil enrollment was 
as follows: 1962 - 1669; 1963 - 
1,708; 1964 - 1,751; 1965 - 
1,808; 1966 - 1,876. 


Last year’s council had an 
opportunity of reducing the 
mill rate by three mills be- 
cause we were able to request 
$39,000 less because of a sur- 
plus created by a new grant 
structure. Instead of giving 
this to the taxpayers then, the 
council balanced their budget 
With increases for other 
boards and commissions, by 
using this School Board sa¥- 
ing. Now the School Board 
has used up the surplus and 
are back to the position again 
where funds are required,” 
said the chairman. 


Mr. Inrig commented on the 
recent statement by Ontario 
Minister of Education William 
G. Davis that in the fiture it 
was hoped all teachers woul 
have a degree. “This wi 
mean starting teachers at 
least with $5,000 instead of 
the present $3,800 for teach- 
ers from Teachers’ College,” 
He stressed, however, that

(CP) —Prime Minister Wil- 
son’s Labour Party scored a 
landslide victory in yester- 
day’s British election. With 
a few seats still to report, he 
has gained a majority in par- 
liament of close to 100 seats, 
compared with a margin of 
only three in the last parlia- 
ment. 

Edward Heath’s Conserva- 
tive opposition party has ob- 
tained 252 seats, a drop of 
50 from the number it held in 
the last House of Commons. 
The Liberals have won nine 
seats. 

British Conservative Oppo- 
sition Leader Edward Heath 
says there are at least two 
major reasons why his party 
was so soundly defeated by 


the Labour Party in yester- 
day’s election. 

Heath says the Conserva- 
tives didn’t have time to put 
across to the voters their new 
policies. He also said today 
British voters so far don’t 
realize the economic dangers 
Britain is facing. This is be- 
cause price increases so far 
haven’t caught up with wage 
boosts and fhe man in the 
treet is feeling prosperous.

“The Northumberland Coun- 
ty Forest now consists of some 
4,884 acres containing 4,600,- 
000 trees that have been plant- 
ed since its inception in 1924” 
said Unit Forester Ralph 
Tippet during a press tour of 
the area Wednesday, 

The Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests estimate the 

value of the timber at maturity 

in the year 2005 at close to 
$6,000,000 and the present 
gross values is estimated at 
$374,000. 

The unit forester said 3800 
acres of the forest are under 
plantation and 1200 acres are 
natural woodlots. He said the 
plantation mostly of red pine, 
is expected to mature at 80 
years of age, and is owned by 
the United Counties of North- 
umberland and Durham,

restrictions will be put on the 
types of reserve securities. 
The 20-per-cent reserve also 
will be made applicable to 
short-term obligations of the 
corporation — those payable 
in less than 100 days. 

A new section of the act will 
authorize the registrar of the 
act to make inquiries of com- 
panies and their officers on 


matters relating to the ability 
of the companies to meet their 
obligations. 

The amendments will define 
more precisely the investments 
that may be made by loan and 
trust companies. 

The limitation on investment 
in a single corporation is 
made aplicabie to all closely as- 
sociated companies. This limi- 
tation remains at 15 per cent 
of the company’s paid-in capi- 


tal stock and reserve funds, 
The percentage of money bor- 
rowed by a loan or trust com- 
pany that may be invested in 
any corporation or associated 
corporations is reduce to two 
and a half per cent from five 
per cent. 

Restrictions are made on 
loans to directors, auditors or 
their relatives. 

Finally, loan and trust com- 
panies will have to make quar- 
terly returns to the govern- 
ment showing deposits and re- 
serves, instead of semi-annual 
returns, 

The new regulations follow 


the recent collapse of the At- 
lantic Acceptance Corporation. 


An inventory total of some 
50,000,000 trees of various 
ages and sizes are maintained 
at the 1350 acre Provincial 
Tree Nursery at Orono, super- 
intendent William Bunting 
told newsmen on a press tour 
conducted by the Ontario De- 
partment of Lands and Forests 
Wednesday. 

The first work at the nur- 
sery began in 1922 when the 
Department purchased 350 
acres of land no longer use- 
able for agriculture purposes 
and 200,000 two year old seed- 
lings were planted out that 
fall. He said the present out- 
put is 8,000,000 trees a year, 
98 per cent conifers and two 
per cent hardwoods, 

Mr. Bunting said in 1940 an 
additional 1000 acres were 
purchased of the present total, 
400 acres are suitable for nur- 
sery production and 650 acres 
are suitable for plantation. 
The nursery area at Orono 
is divided into 242 and 5 acre 
plots usually surrounded by 
hedges to reduce wind erosion 
of the sandy soil. Mr. Bunting 
said the seed is sown in late 
November and covered by a 


|light layer of sand and 2 to 3 


Initial work at Tree Nursery 
commenced by L & F in 1922 


inches of rye straw. The seed- 
lings are allowed to grow in 
these beds for two years be- 
fore transplanting. He said 
with mechanical help, six wo- 
men can transplant 100,000 
seedlings per eight hour day. 
Care of the transplants is 
again mainly that of watering 
and weeding ,and when four 
years old, the transplants are 
ready for harvest and ship- 
ping. 

“A very intensive soil man- 
agement programme is con- 
ducted at the Orono station” 
Mr. Bunting said, as experi- 
ments in fertility and weed 
control are carried out. He 
outlined the crop rotation 
found necessary for protection 
from scouring winds in the 
area. He said rye and sweet 
clover is sown after the trans- 
plants are lifted. He said this 
is plowed under the next sum- 
mer and after intensive work- 
ing, a cover crops of oats is 
sowed. 

The Orono station is one of 
ten in Ontario, and the total 
inventory of the ten stations 
numbers in the area of 63,704,- 
000 seedlings and transplants, 
the superintendent said.

A great many of the beauti- 
ful pictures of a moonlight 
landscape, or seascape, are 
really made in full daylight. 
Very effective “moonlight” 
pictures can be made by use- 
ing a red filter, and underex- 
posing about two stops, or ex- 
pose as you would without the 
filter. In other words, just for- 
get the filter factor. Printing 
the shadows dark and toning 
the print blue, makes an ac- 
ceptable “moonlight” picture. 


Blue toning is somewhat 
simpler than either of the two 
methods for sepia, Here is a 
‘formula, using Ferric Am- 
monium Citrate for the iron 
blue. Take 10 ozs. hot water, 
preferably distilled, and dis- 
solve in it, 75 grains Ferric 
Ammonium Citrate, 75 grains 
Potassium Ferricyanide, and 
add 4 ozs, 28 per:cent Acetic 
acid. Make up to 16 fl. ozs. by 
the addition of water. 

Contrary to the reducing ef- 
fect of the sepia toners, this 
bath intensifies the print 
slightly, so it should be made 
a little lighter than eventually 
desired. The print should be 
fully developed, and as for 
other toning processes, should 
be thoroughly fixed and wash- 
ed. It is put into the tray con- 
taining the above solution, un- 
til toning has proceeded as 
far as it will go. It will be a 
greenish blue, but the green 
overcast disappears soon after 
being transferred to the wash 
water. 

It is better to give only a 
short rinse in the running 
water, that has been slightly 
|acidified with acetic acid. The 
alkaline content of the tap 
water due to chlorination, will

greatly weaken the blue. The 
water need not be very acid; 
sufficient acetic being added 
to just cause a pink tinge in 
blue litmus paper. There 
should be at least six changes 
of acidified water and the 
print should be kept moving 
in order to keep a continual 
change of water across the! 
face of the print.

The subject of guide nuim- 
bers for flash pictures was 
covered fully in an earlier 
issue, but here it is again, by 
special request. Every film and 
flashbulb combination has a 
numerical value given to it, 
which is termed the ‘guide 
number”. You will find this 
“guide number” usually on the 
outside of the carton contain- 
ing the bulbs. Sometimes it 
is given for the film by name, 
such as “Verichrome Pan”; 
other times the guide number 
is in a column headed A.S.A: 
number. 

In the first case there is no 
need to remember A.S.A. num- 
bers, but when A.‘S.A. num- 
bers are given, you must know 
the rating of the film you are 
using for artificial light for the 
clear bulbs, and the daylight 
rating for blue bulbs. The 
shutter speed being used also 
has a bearing on the guide 
number, so you find the A.S.A, 
rating, or the name of the 
film in one column, and the 
shutter speed to be used in an- 
other. 

In some cases the film speed 
is in a vertical column at the 
left, and the shutter speeds 
across the top. While in other 
cases the opposite; shutter 
speeds at the left, vertically, 
and film speeds horizontally 
across the top, In either case 
you follow the film speed col- 
umn until it meets the shutter 
speed column, and there you 
have the guide number, right 
Where the two column inter 
sect, 

If you are using a simple 
box camera, or a folding cain: 
era with only one shutter 
Speed (usually one fifteth of 
a second) and may be only one 
aperture, there is a special 
column to be referred to. In 
this case all you need is the 
A.S.A. rating, or the name of 
the film you are using, and 
opposite that there is a num- 
ber telling you how far your 
flash gun should be from the 
Subject. It is usually in a col- 
umn coloured differently from 
the rest and is the distance in 
feet, NOT the guide number. 

In the case of the guide 
number for adjustable cam- 
eras, you simply measure, or

estimate the distance you are 
from the subject, and divide 
that into the guide number. 
This gives you the correct 
f-stop to use. If the guide num- 
ger for a shutter speed of one 
hundredth of a second is 160 
and you are ten feet away, the 
right stop to use is 160 divided 
by 10 which is 16, so you set 
the lens aperture to £-16. 

One thing should be remem- 
bered in the selection of guide 
numbers, and that is that they 
are computed for use in an 
average sized room, of medium 
toned walls and furnishings. 
If the room is done in very 
light colours, or white, use half 
a stop smaller say between 
f-16 and f-22, if the guide 
number gives you f-16. If, on 
the other hand, the room is 
quite large; in fact it may be 
necessary to use one full stop 
larger, or f-11 when £16 is in- 
dicated. 

The same thing applies to 
flash out in the open; use one, 
to two full stops larger than 
the guide number indicates, 
depending of course whether 
you are close to a light colour- 
ed building, or out among the 
trees.

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Community Colleges 


During March an Order-in-Council 
Was approved setting up eighteen areas 
for the planning and development of 
Colleges of Applied Art and Technology, 
Lindsay, in common with hundreds of 
other towns across Ontario is hoping 
to be chosen as a site for one of the 
new colleges and to this end a com- 
mittee drawn from a wide area around 
was formed. 

A handsome bound illustrated book 
has been prepared under the chair- 
manship of former Mayor Joseph Holt- 
om which contains an introduction, a 
map of Wast Central Ontario statistics 
on the area including population and 
secondary school enrolments, details 
of courses required in the area for in- 
dustry, agriculture and management 
training and a summary of the reasons 
why Lindsay is the best choice for this 
area. 

The submission was to have been 
made to the Council of Regents, how- 
ever the Hon. William G. Davis, Minis- 
ter of Education has announced the 
appointment of Boards of Governors in 
the selected areas and submissions 
will have to be made to these boards. 
As yet no announcement of appointees 
has been made, 

The problem of finding suitable sites 
for the colleges is a complicated one. 
In this area designated No. 8 in the 
Order-In-Council a college is intended 
to serve all the municipalities, includ- 
ing any cities or separated towns 
within the counties of Lennox and Ad- 
dington, Hastings, Prince 
Northumberland, Peterboro, 
ton and Victoria. 

A region as large as this with the pres- 
ent network of highways cannot be 
adequately served by one community 
college wherever it is located. The 
area commonly referred to as Wast 
Central Ontario which includes the 
counties of Ontario, Victoria, Durham, 
Haliburton and Peterboro would ap-

pear to be a more suitable geographic 
grouping. 

Haliburton county for instance, be- 
cause of its geographical isolation and 
absence of any large centres can have 
its higher education requirements sat- 
isfied only by the establishment of a 
community college in the Lindsay 
area, As J. Douglas Hodgson, princi- 
pal of Haliburton Secondary School 
points out; “Our county does not pro- 
vide business or industrial employment 
for more than 15 or 209 of the stud- 
ents graduating from secondary school 
and therefore, it is imparative that ed- 
ucational opportunities be offered them 
in order that they can migrate to the 
larger counties and become usefully 
employed. Since it igs a recognized 
fact that communities without insti- 
tutions of higher learning have fewer 
students receiving post-secondary edu- 
cation than those having facilities, it 
is necessary that a Community College 
be located in the Lindsay area which 
{fs between 50 and 60 miles of our ap- 
proximately 9,000 people.” 

The town of Lindsay provides a suit- 
able atmosphere for an institution of’ 
higher education. It is admirably lo- 
cated, in the heart of Hast Central On- 
tario, several suitable sites are available 
in the area already serviced and could 
be made available at -no cost. The 
Lindsay area is located in the heart of 
the tourist areas and in a fertile farm- 
ing area—yet has a rapidly-developing 
industrial community and would pro- 
vide an excellent environment for stud- 
ents and staff. 

We urge the Board of Governors 
for this region, whenever it is appoint= 
ed to consider very carefully the ad- 
vantages of Lindsay, and to consider 
also, if it is feasible the re-con- 
truction of the geographic break-down 
of college locations as set out in the 
announcement of the Minister of Hdu- 
cation. 


Man and His Cities 


Over the last hundred years, man- 
kind doubled in numbers, but during 
the same period the world’s city popu- 
lation increased five times, 

These figures illustrate the swift ad- 
vance of urbanization that is so char- 
acteristic a feature of the world today, 
In this process, health may tend to be 
forgotten.

All over the world, the mushroom- 
ing city growth has given rise to slums 
and shanty towns, in which as much as 
one-third of today’s population are 
herded together in conditions contrary 
to the requirements of healthy living, 
But even when a minimum of basic 
physical requirements are met, the 
modern city threatens the health of its 
citizens In a number of ways. 


Many @ person coming to the city 
from the country has to learn to put up 
with less space, less daylight, less 
fresh alr, less greenery, more noise, but 


less liberty to make noise. Both work

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and play are different. Old-establish- 
ed patterns of communal living are dis- 
rupted. The newcomers may fail to 
keep up with city ways, and adjustment 
problems of various kinds may arise, 
Psychosmatic and neurotic disorders 
are undoubtedly largely associated with 
the congestion and noise, the hectic 
rhythm of city life, its vast anonymity 
and its many strident appeals to the 
Individual to do this or that, Further- 
. More, as a counterpart to the glamour 
of the modern city, to its employment 
possibilities, its educational wealth and 
its cultural achievements, we have de- 
linqueney, crime, prostitution, aleohol- 
ism, and the excessive use of drugs. 


The health worker clearly has his 
part to play In dealing with these prob- 
lems. At the present state of know- 
ledge, many questions still remain wn- 
answered in this field. But much can be 
done, by the professions the sauthor- 
Itles and by clvie groups, but also by 
the citizens at large to make our cities 
better places to live in.

Choosing and Using fashions 


Bethany (PNS) — Miss Ellen 
Foote of Toronto, Home Econo- 
mist from the Department of 
Agriculture, conducted a short 
course on “Choosing and Us- 
ing Fabrics” in the United 
Church Sunday School hall re- 
cently. The course was spon- 
sored by the Bethany Women’s 
Institute. 

Miss Foote discussed all 
types of fabrics, natural, man- 
made and sythetic, giving their 
special characteristics, type of 
finishes and proper care; show- 
ing various samples of each. 

The natural fibres are cotton, 
made from the cotton boll; lin- 
en from the flax plant; silk 
from the cocoon of the silk 
worm; and wool, usualy from 
the fleece of sheep. 

The man made fibres are 
Rayon, Fortesan, Acetate and

When the population of 
Lindsay was between seven 
and eight thousand people 
there were eight or nine bar- 
ber shops in Lindsay. Today 
with a population of over 12,- 
000 there are still only eight 
or nine barber shops. 

One can remember when 
shaving was the big end of 
the barber business ,and hair 
cutting was of secondary im- 
portance. In those days on a 
Saturday at 1:00 p.m. barbers 
would hang out a sign which 
read “No hair cuts Saturday or 
Saturday night’ ’and the cus- 
tomers for shaves greatly out- 
numbered those for hair cuts. 

One can remember when the 
price of a haircut was 15 cents, 
and a shave 10 cents. Some 
business man visited the bar- 
ber shop for a shave three and 
four times a week, and a few 
business men were knwon to 
go to the barbershop for a 
shave twice on Saturday. In 
those days barber shops open- 
ed at seven o'clock in the 
morning and remained open 
until midnight on Saturdays 
The trend in barbershops to- 
day has been completely rever-

Dominion Rubber Company 
employees indicated this week 
they may call a strike-vote in 
two weeks if the company 
doesn’t meet their demands 
for higher wages at the bind- 
say plant. 

Usually reliable sources said 
Tuesday, company offers were 
unacceptable and if they did 
not make a reasonable offer, a 
strike vote may be called a 
week from Sunday. 

A meeting of the United Rub- 
ber Workers local union is ex- 
pected to be called for Sunday 
to discuss the situation. Sour- 
ces said if a strike-vote were 
taken, if would not be untit 
the following week. 

Public Relations Officer 
Frank Hill of Dominion Rub- 
ber said the contract was in 
conciliation and they were 
waiting for the conciliation 
officer’s report. 4 
There was reportedly some 
unrest at Dominion Rubber 
Saturday but Mr. Hill said 
nothing concrete had occurred.

Request for water

LINDSAY MILITIA MEMBERS ATTEND 
EXERCISES IN ONTARIO AND MANITOBA 


Thirty-one members of 
Lindsay’s militia unit left for 
weekend exercises at Camp 
Petawawa by bus on Friday 
evening, the unit transport and 
guns under the command of 
Capt. Lovelady had proceed- 
ed independently earlier.

together into the whole man.”

Commenting in the BBC World Ser- 
yice ‘Scottish Magazine’ programme 
on the record sales of the postage 
stamp commemorating the birth of 
Robert Burns, Alex Allan attributed it 
in part to Burns’ stature as a national 
figure. “In a world where the sense 
of nationhood is becoming more and 
more acute, the Scots people see in 
Robert Burns, more than ever they did, 
the poet who speaks for Scotland, the 
poet who gives Scotland its identity. 


Centennial 


Report 


1867 1196 


A few weeks ago I made a statement 
during a luncheon address that we at 
the Centennial Commission in Ottawa 
are so busy we don’t have time for cof- 
fee breaks. 


The next day I was passing an open 
door in our office building and was jolt- 
ed by a scene which belied my remark 
of the day before. Two Commission 
staff members were in spirited conver- 
sation—over coffee! Only the fact 
that the time was 5:15 p.m. (after office 
hours ) softened the shock to the sensi- 
bilities of a stern administrator. 


I was Invited into the session. The 
fwo young staffers were Marcel X, a 
French Canadian, and John Y, an Eng- 
lish Canadian, who had come to Ottawa 
a couple of months earlier to work on 
Centennial projects. 


“We have made some interesting re- 
diseoverles about the Father’s of Con- 
federation,” remarked Mareel X. “Wor 
example, I did not recollect, until T 
came to work here, that D'Arey Mc- 
Gee was for a time a separatist. And 
neither John nor I remembered from 
history lessons at school that Sir 
Georges-Htienne Cartier had been ex- 
ciled for being a rebel with Papineau.” 


A number of the Fathers of Confed- 
eration did have bitter beefs which 
stemmed from regional interest and 
worrles about provincial rights, all of 
which they eventually subordinated to 
the ideals hoped for In federation. In 
fact some of those men were abandon- 
ed by their constituents at home for be- 
ing too “pro” confederation. Joseph 
Howe of Nova Scotia, one of the most 
talented writers of the confederation 
period, fumed against confederation 
yet he joined Sir John A’s first govern- 
ment Noy. 16, 1869. (Tow ironical that 
on our Centennial train we will show 


his printing press which he used to 
whip confederation!) 
I believe that inovlvement in the 


1967 celebrations will give Canadians, 
through their rediscoyeries of history, 
a better understanding of themselves 
and their place in their country and 
in the world. We Canadians in 1967 
should be in a mood to look at history 
calmly and objectively and I believe 
that when we do this we will be helping

In winter waters 


Algonquin Park—In Ontario's larg- 
est and oldest provincial park, (nearly 
8,000 square miles) the lakes have 
more living things in winter than in 
summer because of that microscopic 
but highly important group of animals 
and plants known collectively as plank- 
ton.

NORMANDIE 


2 cups green peas (cooker);

2 tablespoons butter; 4% cup 
chopped onion; 3 tablespoons 
chopped parsley; 44 teaspoon 
salt; 4% teaspoon pepper; 1% 
teaspoon sugar; 1 egg; 14 cup 
rich milk. 

Combine all ingredients ex- 
cept egg, milk, and peas. Sim- 
mer 30 minutes, covered, add- 
ing peas during last 10 minu- 
tes. Add more water if neces- 
sary. Add beaten egg and milk 
to mixture just before serving. 
Serves four to six. 


HOW CAN | ? 2?

Q. What can I do about draw- 
ers that refuse to work easily 
and have become stuck be- 
cause of dampness? 


A. Apply heat in the form 
of an electric pad, a sun-ray 


| (infra-red) bulb, or a portable 


electric heater. The heat will 
cause the wood to shrink, and 
when the swelling goes down, 
the drawers should work a- 
gain. Take care, of course, 
not to scorch the wood! 

Q. How can I facilitate the 
job of opening a jar or can of 
glue? 

A. If you seal the opening 
of your cellulose tape, your 
usual problem of opening the 
container will no longer be a 
problem. 


Q. How can I tenderize 
steak? 

A. By mixing a small quan- 
tity of vinegar and olive oil 
thoroughly, then rubbing this 
on both sides of the steak and 
allowing to stand for about two 

ours before cooking.

With auto accidents claim- 
ing thousands of lives annual- 
ly, the idea of using your car 
as a means of saving your life 
may seem strange, yet much 
that you take for granted may 
be used in an emergency. 
Many drivers, stranded in a 
blizzard, desert or flood, have 
stayed alive by simply staying 
with their car, waiting for help. 
It is usually easier for search 
parties to find a vehicle 
than an individual wandering 
about, yet the first inclination 
of a stranded person is often 
to set out for help, “Too of 
ten’’, says a U.S, Highway pat- 
rolman, of the motorist who 
leaves his car, “he’s beyond 
help when we find him 
couple of miles down the road, 


dead from exhaustion, heat or 


cold”. 


When viewed with imagina- 
tion, it will be seen that an 


automobile has almost every- 


thing required to keep one a- 
live, except food, Drivers can 
learn to wrest from a car’s 
ton or so of metal, wires and 
gadgets, the essentials of sur- 
vival.

Comment: I don’t see why 
most pediatricians don’t use 
this method. All it takes is a 
few seconds. Spray comes out 
of a nozzle on to the skin; it 
freezes the skin momentarily 
and anesthesizes it. The needle 
point goes in and comes out 
without inflicting pain. 

I think the reason doctors 
don't use it routinely on 
grownups is that most needle 
pricks are painless (over and 
done) before the patient can 
say, “ouch!” Nevertheless, 
there are the few who like you 
Mrs. C., fear even the thought 
of an injection. I don’t see 
why you couldn’t ask for, and 
get, such local anesthesia be- 
fore taking your injection.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: To op- 
srate or not to operate, that is 
he question!

blem. Shall I leave it alone?

So run the questions from 
readers. Of course the defin- 
ite answer will have to come 
from one’s own physician. 
There may be some physical 
contraindication to operation. 
Wearing a truss for a while 
may be the answer.

WHAT HERNIAS ARE 

Many people would like to 
know exactly what is a hernia 
or rupture, There are all kinds, 
depending upon location. In 
the person without hernia, the 
strong ¢overing or sac (which 
surrounds and contains the 
abdominal organs) has no weak 
spots which allow abnormal 
bulges. But in others~either 
due to heredity, pregnancy, 
chronic cough, or straining at 
heavy load-the conective tis- 
tue and muscle that support 
the abdominal contents give 
way. 

For example, the opening 
where the oesophargus goes 
through the diaphram, may 
weaken and allow portions of 
the stomach or intestine to slip 
up into the chest cavity. This 
is called hiatal or diaphragma- 
tic hernia and causes symp- 
toms which often simulate 
trouble in the heart, gall blad- 
der, or stomach ulcer. 

A most common form of her- 
nia called “inguinal hernia”

occurs in men along the canal 


bulge of the sac containing a 
part of the intestine may be no 
larger than an olive or as big 
as a fist. 

In women, fermoal hernia is 
more common, and occurs in 
the groin along the course of 
the femoral artery where it en- 
ters the leg. Another type of 
hernia is incisional hernia, oc- 
curring in the weakened tis- 
sues of the operative wound. 

Hernia is not a respector of 
age. A week-old infant may 
have a weakness in the region 
of the umbilicus (belly button) 
and an 80-year-old man may 
have an inguinal hernia. 

NO PAIN NO, HURRY 

People have a tendency to 
postpone hernia operations he- 
vause there is very little pain. 
Unlike the patient who is rush- 
ed to the hospital because of 
the pain of a gall bladder or 
kidney colic, or for acute ap- 
pendicitis, the patient with 
hernia has no such urgent, mo- 
tivating force. He’d rather 
put off a date with the knife. 

Nevertheless-with _ neces- 
sary exceptions that may be 
raised by your own doctor- 
it’s advisable to have operation 
for hernia soon after the diag- 
nosis is made.

PRACTICAL POINTS 
ABOUT EMPHYSEMA 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I know 
that emphysema is a chronic 
lung condition. But as it is a 
relatively rare disease, why all 
the fuss about it lately?—Mr. V. 

Comment: I'll have to grade 
you 50 per cent. It is a chronic 
disease of the lungs. But 
rare? I think it will surprise 
you, and many others, to know! 
that emphysema is the second | 
most common cause of disabil- 


ity in the United States. 


In many cases we do not 
know why some get it and 
others don’t. It’s true that it 
is commonly preceded and as-| 
sociated with chronic bronchi-| 
tis, another lung infection. 

Probably you have heard of 
the candle test. This is a 
simple maneuver used to make} 
a quick screening to determine 
if a person has difficulty emp- 
tying his lungs of air. | 

The person with normal) 
lungs can easily blow out a) 
candle flame held a foot or so 
from his mouth. The emphy-

as he can and the flame hardly 
flickers. 

What's happened is that he 
has Jost most of the elasticity 
of the small compartments of 
the lungs called the alveoli 
(many of which have been de- 
stroyed) ,and also the normal 
function of the larger tubes 
called the bronchi, and the air 
is trapped. 

Untreated, emphysema gets 
worse and worse, What’s most 
important is to make an early 
diagnosis. We don’t stop with 
the candle test. There are lab- 
oratory determinations which 
tell us how much air you have 
left in your lungs after you ex- 
hale as much air as you can. 
Others inform us how rapidly 
you are able to get air out. 

The modern chest specialist 
~and your own family doctor, 
if he is interested in overcom- 
ing this chronic menace—has 
many ways to make the diag-

BREATH SYMPTOM 

The outstanding symptoms 
of emphysema is shortness o 
breath which varies with the 
severity of the condition. Some 
patients can’t even walk 50 to 
100 yards without having to 
stop because of inability to 
breathe normally. They can’t 
work. Cough is another pro- 
minent symptom, especially if 
bronchitis is present, too. Too 
numerous to mention here are 
the methods your doctor has 
available to try to improve 
your emphysema and treat any 
associated bronchitis. You 
will have to give full coopera- 
tion if you hope to improve. 

The first step: give up smok- 
ing. You can’t hope to get well 
if you keep on. Experiments 
have shown that in some pa- 
tients abstinence from tobacco 
has tripled their breathing ca- 
pacity within months. In spite 
of the damaging effects of cig- 
arette smoking in such condi- 
tions as cancer of the lung, 
heart disease and emphysema, 
people still go about killing 
themselves. A recent report 
shows that over 5 billion cigar- 
ettes were smoked last year- 
more than ever, in spite of 
warnings. 

Air pollution is another fact- 
or in lung disease like emphy- 
sema. We're trying to do 
something about that, too. But

And Council is Blamed! 


Despite the paring and the cutting, 
despite the declared “meanness” May- 
or John Bakins said he was taking to 
council when the budgets were discus- 
sed and the mill rate set, the increase 
to the tax payers is still likely to be 15 
mills this year. 

Today the grumbling will start a- 
mong the citizens of this fair town and 
the accusing fingers will point straight 
at the mayor and councilmen. 

And yet, the accusing fingers will be 
pointing unfairly. Your taxes are go- 
ing up, up, up and council are powerless 
to completely stop the trend. 

Locally there have been substantial 
increases in budgets of Board of 
Health, water pollution control and 
others. Costs of traffic control and 
fire operation have been reduced. Cit- 
izens can form their own opinions as 
to whether council have been keeping 
the taxes down in the portion over 
which they have direct control. 

Let's take a look at the situation. 

Here on council we have a group of 
educated and dedicated men trying 
their best to keep the taxes within 
control, in the interests of the citizens 
of this town. Yet of each tax dollar, 
58 cents of it is out of their control. 

We are in fact criticising council oy- 
er something beyond their control — 
giving them criticism that rightly be- 
longs elsewhere. 

The criticism should be levelled at 
the government in Queen’s Park for 
the manner in which schoo] taxes are 
levied. 

Council have little or no control ov- 
er the demands of the public school 

board and the high school board — 
once the school boards have made up 
their minds to a budget, council are 
obliged to raise the necessary revenue. 

We have just had a stiff raise in the 
Ontario sales tax 3% to 59% and Edu- 
cation Minister William Davis said this 
Was necessary because of the ever-in- 
creasing demands of education. Yet, 
in order to raise necessary revenues 
councils must continue to raise the 
local taxes to pay for education.

only one large community — Lindsay. 
Because of the vast costs involved in 
transporting students all over the 
county to the two high schools, our 
costs are substantially higher than 
many other counties. The heavy bur- 
den of bus costs is a drain on the high 
school funds, and Lindsay pays the 
lion’s share of the county high school 
costs. 

Obviously then because of population 
atid other factors Victoria has a strong 
case for a special deal — for special 
grants. When is our provincial mem- 
ber Glen Hodgson going to stand up 
in the Queen’s Park legislature and 
speak up for the people in his riding? 
Why hasn’t he pressed for special 
grants for Victoria this year? 

It is not fair for the council to take 
the blame over the increased costs of 
education when the blame rightly be- 
longs elsewhere. We want to see our 
provincial member stand up and speak 
for us on this matter. We want to see 
a new arrangement for the financing 
of education costs. We want to see 
school boards issuing their own tax 
demands separate from the council's 
so that we can clearly see what educa- 
tion is costing us. 

Mayor John Eakins speaking at the 
Vimy Ridge banquet early on Wednes- 
day evening before leaving for the bud- 
get meeting, said “I do not intend to 
see the interests of Lindsay go down 
the drain in the interests of frills for 
education. Much capital work re- 
mains to be done in Lindsay, if we don’t 
pay for it now, it will cost us more later. 
I support advances in education, but 
not frills in any form.” 

We commend Mayor Eakins for his 
Strong words. We congratulate Mayor 
Bakins and his council on a fine budget. 
We deplore the present day trend 
which is taking control of local taxation 
out of the hands of our city fathers. 

We would like to see our provincial 
member press for special grants for 
Victoria county this year. Victoria 
County has a strong case and it should 
be presented at Queen’s Park in the in- 
terest of taxpayers.

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LEGIONAIRES HONOUR VETERANS OF VIMY 


“The attack at Vimy was 
timed for dawn on Easter Sun- 
day by an army consisting of 
one hundred thousand Cana- 
dias supported by seventy 
thousand of the Imperial 
Army.” “Dude” Hills of Port 
Hope recalled at the annual 
Vimy banquet of the Royal 
Canadian Legion, Lindsay, on 
Wednesday evening. attended 
by over 200 veterans. 

“Waster brings to mind the 
spring, the flowers and the 
Glorious Resurrection of Our 
Lord. But this was a different 
kind of Easter. Instead of an 
empty but victorious tomb, 
there was Vimy Ridge.” 

“Bleven thousand yards 
through a raging blizzard and 
terrific enemy fire, the Cana- 
dians with their British cou- 
sins advanced until they 
reached the summit and be- 
came the Victors. We have 
been told that Canada was 
born on July 1, 1867 at the 
time of Confederation. Others 
say that the birth of Canada 
dates from 1926 when the 
statutes of Westminster be- 
came law and Canada became 
an equal partner in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.” 

“When I tell you that ten 
thousand Canadians fell on 
that day, advancing eleven 
thousand yards, I think you 
will agree with me that Can- 
ada was born on April 9, 1917 
and the place of birth was 
Vimy Ridge,” declared Com- 
rade Hills. 

“This was the day that Can- 
ada became a nation. This was 
the day Canada earned the 
right to sit in the councils of 
nations,” he continued. “Not 
politicians, not statesmen but 
soldiers gave Canada the right 
to call herself a nation.” 

Comrade Hills said the men 
of Vimy were the ones hon-

Lindsay representative of the 
high school board Dr. Norma 
Gill Dr. Gill questioned the 
one mill payment made by 
Lindsay noting that in Septem- 
ber 1967 an estimated 1000 
pupils will be attending the 
Fenelon Falls school, “and 
Fenelon Falls will not be pay- 
ing one mill”. Dr, Gill noted 
Lindsay paid according to their 
share of assessment and with 
increasing industrial assess- 
ment the share charged to 
Lindsay was out of proportion, 
noting the Lindsay’s represen- 
tation was by population. 

Dr. Gill told council mem- 
bers that the cost for a town 
student for one year was 
$302.94 while the cost for an 
out-of-town student to their 
municipality was only $276.15 
per year. “I don’t see why we 
in Lindsay should carry such 
a burden” she stated, and sug- 
gested a committee of council 
should be formed to investi- 
gate separating Lindsay from 
the Victoria County High 
School system. Dr. Gill sug- 
gested the town should go di- 
rect to the Minister of Educa- 
tion to seek relief from the 
high costs involved in Lind- 
say’s share of high school tax- 
es. 

Mayor Eakins agreed with 
Dr. Gill. “More people should 
get up and speak out. There 
should be more people attend- 
council meetings and express 
their opinions There is noth- 
ing that speakes louder than 
the voice of the people” said 
the mayor. 

Councillor Russell Beaton 
questioned the delay in pre- 
senting the high school budget. 
“T don’t think there is any rea- 
son these departments cannot 
present their budget on time”’ 
said Mr. Beaton suggesting in 
future the clerk write the High 
School Board setting a dead-) 
line.

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Economics in London and Moscow 


Two of the world’s great powers are 
taking a new look at their economic 
policies. In London, Britain’s econ- 
omics woes will be first on the agenda 
for Prime Minister Harold Wilson, now 
that the election campaign is over. 
And, in Moscow, world observers of the 
Communist party will be watching 
developments this coming week at the 
28rd party congress. Premier Kosy- 
gin will report to the congress., possibly ’ 
Monday, on the 1966--to-1970 five- 
year development plan. 

The congress of six-thousand dele- 
gates opened in Moscow last Tuesday 
and is expected to end next Friday. 
Speeches at the meeting lay down pol- 
icy for the Soviet Union, which is run 
by the Communist party. The party 
Jeaders opened the congress with a 
four-hour report that touched on econ- 
omic subjects. 

Observers report subtle differences 
of approach to economics by First 
Secretary Leonid Brezheney and Prem- 
jer Alexei Kosygin. Non-Communist 
observers will be studying the speech- 
es for possible signs of disagreement 
within the Soviet collective leadership. 

Not quite so difficult to interpret will 
be differences in economic ideas in 
London. Pressures are already mount- 
ing from Britain’ foreign creditors, and 
from the government’s own economic 
advisers, for a policy of economic slow- 
down to curb inflation and investment. 
Unemployment would then rise — a 
move politically safer for the Labor 
Government after an election, than be- 
fore it.

Cheap Flour For Lindsay 

While the bread manufacturers and 
the bread eaters of numerous Ontario 
cities and towns are having lively ar- 
guments over the price of the staff of 
life, Lindsay bread makers and eaters 
remain blissfully unconcerned whether 
flour goes up or goes down.

The first grade is used chiefly in the 
manufacture of cakes and pastries and 
both grades are employed in the manu- 
facture of bread.

The disease to which we apply the 
térm “cancer” affects many areas of 
the human body, making its presence 
known by various symptoms. Neither 
the causes of cancer nor a cure for it 
have as yet been absolutely established. 
Perhaps because of the facts contained 
in these two statements a fear has de- 
veloped among people that leads to an 
attitude of withdrawal from further 
knowledge of cancer.. This attitude, 
in turn, tends to frustrate the efforts 
of those who work to defeat cancer by 
encouraging the recognition of danger 
signals, leading to early diagnosis, an 


important factor in successful treat- - 


ment. 

However important it is to realize 
the menace that cancer {s, if this 
awareness propts us to determine to 
seek it out for early treatment and to 
provide adequate funds for the ultimate 
defeat of the disease, it is also import- 
ant to appreciate the many successes 
that already have been achieved against 
cancer.

Ontario: Fisherman’s Paradise 


Fishing is once again upon 
us. 

For most, this pleasure 
must wait until summer. But 
for those bent on an earlier 
start, no place could be more 
rewarding than Ontario. 

This big chunk of Canada, 
embracing some 412, 500 sq. 
miles, has a quarter of a mil- 
lion lakes, as near as is known, 
and roughly as many rivers 
and streams. 

Blindfolded, one could stick 
a pin into the map of the pro- 
vince with every assurance 
that no matter where it land- 
ed there would be worthwhile 
fishing within reasonable dis- 
tance. 

But with so many regions 
to fish in, the visitor on his 
first Ontario safari might be 
understandably puzzled as to 
where he’d make his goal. 
Then there are the season 
dates to consider. 

The Ontario Department of 
Tourism and Information is 
an excellent first source of 
general data and brochures 
on specific areas, but mean- 
while here’s some useful “in- 
side” dope to start you on 
your way. 

Brook trout heads the list 
of early springtime fishing 
and a good guide to follow is 
the 1965 report of the Ontario 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests which listed 18 of its 22 
forest districts as good to ex- 
cellent for this species. 

Among these, within rea- 
sonable driving distance of 
the U.S. - Canada border, are 
Tweed and Land O’Lakes, 
Lindsay, Lakes Simcoe, Erie 
and Huron areas, Parry Sound 
and North Bay. Farther north, 
Sudbury, Sault Ste. Marie, Go- 
gama, Cochrane and Kenora 
are other select places. . 

For later species consider 
these tips from the outdoor 
editors of Toronto’s three 
daily newspapers who have 
fished Ontario from one end 
to the other. Listed below are 
their favourite haunts for the 
most sought-after kinds and 
their open seasons for 1966: 

Rainbow trout (you’d need 
a fishing regulations guide, 
for some areas are open from 
Feb. 26 to Sept. 30; all others, 
April 30 to Sept. 15) — shore- 
line of Georgian Bay from 
Collingwood to Wiarton; Ma- 
nitoulin Island, Owen Sound, 
Nottawasaga River in Wasaga 
Beach area, Meaford, and 
Mosque Lake north of Tweed. 

Lake trout (open to Sept. 30 
in some areas; to Oct. 10 in 


Simcoe, Lake Opeongo in Al- 
gonquin Provincial Park. 

Walleye (no closed season 
in most areas) — French River, 
Trent River, Kenora, mouth 
of Moon River south of Parry 
Sound. 

Muskellunge (June 4 to Dec. 
15 in Lake St. Clair and De- 
troit River; June 18 to Nov. 
30 in all other waters) — St. 
Lawrence River at Gananoque} 
and the ‘rent River near| 
Campbellford.

Neading a 26ipage etate 
ment entied “Desgin for De 
velopment,” Mr, Ttobarts told 
the legislature that Ontario's 
existing regional development 
associations will be renamed 
councils and receive a basle 
grant of $16,000 each plus an 
additional grant of $10,000 on 
a matehing basis, 


The comprehensive inven 
tory of the province's resour 
cos, he sald, will be undertak 
en by the Ontario government 
and the universities, In consul 
tation with the new regional 
development councils, Al 
roudy, funds have heen allo. 
cated in the estimates of the 
Department of Univertity Af 
fairs to make possible an exe 
pansion of regionally related 
research in the universities, 


A third major plank in the 
new regional development 
programme, sald Mr, tobarta, 
is the expansion of the One 
{aria Development Ageney in. 
to a crown corporation to 
assist industrial development 
through the provision of Joana 
for fixed capital, 


‘Hteyional development in 
Ontario will provide the basis 
whereby different regions or 
aveas can develop thelr poten 
ilal for specialization,” Mr, 
fobarts said, 


“Through the use of poy 
ernment programmes, or pub: 
lie expenditures on develop 
ment capital, the government 
of Ontario ean pulde regional 
growth,”

Praises Work of Associations 


Praising the work of On. 
fario's present nine regional 
development associations, Mr. 
Robarts sald the newly named 
reylonal councils will be en» 
couraged to initiate thelr own 
programmes as well as to 
make proposals for provincial 
action, 


He urged that continued ef- 
forta be made to encourage 
the present trend toward vole 
untary merger of regional cl 
tizens' groups “when such 
mergers work to the common 
advantage of the region and 
lla Inhabitanta’, 


As a means of encouraging 
the increased participation of 
county and local municipal 
councils and in recognition of 
the growing importance of the 
funetions and advice of reg. 
ional citizens’ groups, the 
government will recognize the 
regional development assocl 
ations by legislation and re 
name them regional develop: 
ment counells, 


Mr, Robarts stressed that the 

new regional development 
plan will not disturb the exist. 
ing power and authority of 
municipal and county coun 
ils, But he also indicated the 
programme will not Interfere 
With any future considerations 
of adjustment in local area 
government, 


"Our design for develop. 
mont,” sald Mr, Robart, “will 
ensure that the regions of the 
province are developed accor 
ding to an orderly plan whieh 
would inelude environmental 
and economle considerations, 
Such an approvch looka not 
only to general land use, but 
also to the soolal and economle 
potential of a region and its 
centves, and concentrates on 
developing these centres in 
the Inferests of the reglon as 
a whole.”

Youth pleads guilty to break, 


enter and theft at Lindsay 


A 17-year-old Lindsay youth 
who with a juvenile compan- 
jon spent three Sunday after: 
moons carrying out daylight 
robberies was remanded in 
custody for sentence. Clar- 
ence Inwin-Savinae of 38 Col- 
borne Street West pleaded 
guilty in Lindsay Magistrate’s

People don’t want to pay for education 


complains high school 


Victoria County High School 
Board Finance Chairman 
Bruce Maidens Monday night 
complained that the people 
wanted education but didn’t 
want to pay for it. 

All educational frills have 
been deleted said Mr. Maidens. 
He said all the board commit- 
tees have gone over their 
budgets and have reduced 
them as much as possible with- 
out creating a deficit. He de- 
clared there was no longer 
any use of having skilled 
teachers when there was noth- 
ing for them to work with. 


“The people stress eluca- 
tion but it can’t cost any 
money. The only solution to 
the problem is to fire the 
teachers and close the schools” 
said the finance chairman. 


The special meeting of the 
board was called Monday to 
approve the high school bud- 
get. Failure by the board to 
present a budget to the Lind- 
say town council was held up 
setting the mill-rate and subse- 
quently a delay in getting out 
the tax notices is expected. 


The budget presented to the 
high school board two weeks 
ago of $1,583,452 was adopted 
by the board and then rejected 
and sent back for further 
study and paring. 

Monday night the finance 
committee came up with a bud- 
get of $1,548,117.36 and the 
board approved it. 

In order to have money the 
board decided to drop the pro- 
posal for additional classroom 
space at the LCVI in the form 
of portable classrooms, a sav- 
ing of $20,000. 

The final high school budget 
which received only tentative 
approval from the town coun- 
cil, included: instruction, in- 
cluding teacher's salaries, 
$869,063.20; supplies, $93,- 
484.82; administration, $109,- 
958.53; plant operation, $112,- 
237; plant maintenance, $40,- 
942.47: auxiliary services, 
$4,326,50; fees to other school 
boards, $28,654.72; transporta- 
tion, $165,000.00; capital out- 
lays of which the major expen- 
ditures was for the addition to 
the Fenelon Falls High School, 
$83,528.62: bank interest, 
$15,000; miscellaneous expen- 
ses, $2,638.00 and total deficit 
from 1965, $23,278.50. 

Lindsay residents will pay 
$231,079.95, about 43 per cent 
of the high school budget if 
town council approve the 
board submission.

Jack Staples said cutting the 
additional classroom space 
would mean staggered classes 
would be necessary at the 
LGV1 to accommodate all the 
students.

Bethany (PNS) — The Unit- 
ed Church Women met in the 
Sunday School hall on Monday 
night with Mrs. Carl Porteous 
presiding. Mrs. Thomas Jack- 
son and Mrs, George Waddell 
lead the Easter worship service 
of scripture lesson, meditation, 
prayers and hymns. 


Mrs. Ross Davidson contin- 
ued the mission study on Trini- 
dad, talking mainly on their 
educational system and com- 
paring it to Canadian courses. 
Rev. John Morton of Bridge- 
water, N.S. was the first mis- 
sionary to go there in 1868, his 
wife accompanying him as a 
teacher. He was sponsored by 
the Presbyterian Synod of the 
Maritimes, When the United 
Church came into being in 
1925 the work in Trinidad be 
came it’s responsibility. 


“Forty-thre per cent of to- 
day’s population in Trinidad is 
under 15 years of age. Edu- 
cation is caried on by the Gov- 
ernment and the churches. The 
schools are very over-crowded 
and many are refused admit- 
tance.” 


Mrs. Vincent Jackson ex- 
plained their school systems 
graded as Primary School 
(same as Canadian Public 
School), Secondary Schools and 
Teacher’s College. They also 
have Grammar schools which 
give a straight Academic edu- 
cation and Technical Schools. 
In some areas they have Tea- 
cher Training courses for 
graduates of the Primary 
school, where these pupils may 
become “Pupil Teachers” 
working under experienced 
personnel and writing a quali- 
fying examination every year. 

The christian religion is 
taught in all schools with a half 
hour period devoted to Bible 
study every day. 

Mrs. Davidson read questions 
from one Bible examination 
paper which were answered 
orally by the members. 

In conclusion, Mrs. David- 
son said “Assisting with mis- 
sion work and education is a 
challenge to all Canadians. We 
must share our knowledge with 
others. Perhaps a good way 
of promoting friendship could 
be opening our homes and en- 
tertaining students from other 
countries who are completing 
their education in Canadian 
Universities or Bible Colleges.” 

Rey. William Piercy led the 
Bible study on “God and His 
Purpose for all People.” “Even 
though man’s sins and faults 
result in all kinds of evil, 
there is a place for man in the 
created order of God. God 
does not cast out the sinner, 
but instead continues to work 
out his creative purpose. He 
uses the farmer, the inventor, 
the scientist, etc. to carry out 
His plan. The purpose of God 
is to win the affection, trust 
and service of his people in all 
parts of the world. He is our 
Father who wins us by the wis- 
dom of Love.”

OWRC to start two-year pollution study 


The Ontario Water Resour- 
ces Commission late this 
month will begin a concentrat- 
ed two-year study to tabulate 
the quantity and type of domes- 
tic, industrial, and surface pol- 
lution from Ontario which 
reaches the bordering Great 
Lakes, and the effect these 
discharges have on the water 
quality of the lakes. 


This is an extension of a si- 
milar programme initiated last 
summer, which primarily in- 
volved the western basin of 
Lake Brie, the Detroit river 
and, to a lesser extent, the St. 
Clair river, Sampling points 
established by the Interna- 
tional Joint Commission were 
used almost exclusively in 
that survey. 

The expanded program will 
involve more thorough sam- 
pling along Ontario shorelines 
of lakes Erie and Ontario, as 
well as Lake St. Clair and the 
Niagara, Detroit and St. Mary’s 
rivers. 

Lake sampling will be done 
in conjunction with surveys by 
field and office supporting 
staff, which will supply an ac- 
curate picture of the water 
quality of streams as they enter 
the lakes. 


To carry out this pro- 
gramme, two laboratories are 
being set up, one in the City of 
London, which will analyse 
samples taken from Lake Brie 
and the Detroit and St. Clair 
rivers, and a second as an ex- 
tension of the OWRC labora- 
tories in Toronto, to. handle. 
Lake Ontario and Niagara 
river samples. 


Data processing installations 
will be used to record informa- 
tion from the sampling fleet 
and the laboratories, marking 
the first time the OWRC has 
used such a system on a regu- 
lar, routine basis. 


Two surveys, one in July and 
another in September, will be 
carried out on the St. Mary’s 
river, which joins lakes Super- 
ior and Huron. 


There, the IJC sampling 
points wil be concentrated on, 
but the OWRC also will be in- 
vestigating the area’s major 
sources of pollution, 


Three boats will be in oper- 
ation this year, one on Lake 
Ontario, one on Lake Brie, and

The budget tentatively presented to 
Lindsay council by the Viotoria High 
School board is almost double the 1966 
lovy. The tentative 1966 levy amounts 
to $214,880 plus debenture payments. 
The 1965 maintenance levy Was $116,- 
764.41, 

Wleven per cent of the budget is 
eaten up by transportation and the er- 
ection of the Fenelon Falls addition 
amounted to $46,000 more than the es- 


timated figure. 

Dr, Norma Gill pointed out to coun- 
cil that Lindsay pays 82.8 per cent of 
this “fabulous” budget. Dr. Gill 
questioned the one mill payment made 
by Lindsay noting an estimated 1,000 
pupils will be at the Menelon Falls 
school, “and Fenelon Falls will not be 
paying one mill”.

Mankind - parasite of earth 


We cannot allow our asphalt streets 
our kitchen faucets, our air condition- 
ing to let us forget for a moment that 
man is an animal and just as much a 
creature of nature as any ot her. 

We are sustained by the air, fed by 
the earth, preserved by the waters of 
this planet just like any other living 
thing. 

But we have let our technology de- 
jude us into thinking that we are some- 
how set apart from the rest of earth’s 
inhabitants in such matters. 

Picture yourself as an expert in fish 
or game management, Consider what 
your forecast would be for the future 
of an animal that was threatened by no 
beast of prey except itself, was slowly 
finding ways to avold death from dis- 
ease, and yet displayed a persistent 
tendency to reproduce in numbers 
without regard for the limitations of 
feeding range, And to top it off the 
species showed an almost suicidal im- 
pulse to foul its own habitat, 

You would predict decimation in 
short order, T suspect, and declare an 
open hunting season in order to cut 
down the number of animals on the 
limited range. 

Suppose you were a pathologist out 
on Mariner II halfway from here to 
Mars and you looked back through a 
telescope at the continent of North 
America. Through your very remark- 
able Instrument you detected a creep- 
ing fungus-like growth crawling a- 

cross large areas of the continent. The 


growth seemed to proliferate before 
your eyes, blotting out other kinds of 
life in its path, sealing off the earth, 
fouling the water, corrupting the at- 
mosphere, ‘To you, the planet would 
appear infected by a virulent organism, 
and you would conclude that eyentu- 
ally the host planet would be smoth- 
ered by its parasite that the parasite it- 
self could no longer be sustained. 

To that astro-pathologist in outer 
space, man would appear to be a dis- 
ease of planet earth, 

The task of conservation in the 
years ahead is to convert man from a 
parasite of earth to its steward not 
just because we enjoy the beauty and 
bounty of the earth for it own sake, 
thought we do, but because the con- 
tinued existence of civilized man him- 
self is involved. 

The new conservation must unite a 
parasite of earth to its steward—the 
resource sciences with an aesthetic 
for a new America. We must make 
sure that from here on out, as one of 
our speakers put it, we are running our 
technology and it is no longer running 
us. Technological know-how must 
become then chief handmaiden for cre> 
ating and preserving a balanced, heal- 
thy and beautiful environment capable 
of supporting man and his fellow crea- 
tures indefinitey. It must no longer be 
the “Great Destroyer.”

The problem of Rhodesia 


(CP) — The bloodless revolution in 
Rhodesia raises an issue much broad- 
er than the question of “one man, one 
vote.” It concerns the future of the 
white man in the most developed part 
of the African continent. This area 
includes Rhodesia, South Africa and 
Portugal's territories of Mozambique 
and Angola, Al four are ruled by 
white minorities, 

It has been nearly five months since 
Prime Minister Ian Smith threw off 
Britain’s silken yoke and proclaimed 
Rhodesia an Independent nation, Brit- 
ain clamped almost complete trade 
sanctions and an ofl embargo on Rho- 
desia and many other nations joined in 
the sanctions under British pressure. 

Howeyer, South Africa has been pro- 
viding the gasoline and petroleum pro- 
ducts with which Rhodesia is beating 
the oll embargo. Oil storage tanks are 
being built in Beira, Mozambique, so 
that Rhodesia’s pipeline to the coast 
can be re-rotivated, 

So far, no nation has recognised the 
Smith government. But, Smith is 
more firmly in power than before the 
declaration of independence. He has 
pledged to the 225-thousand white 
Rhodesians that there will be no Afri- 
can Nationalist government in his life- 
time, 

Prime Minister Harold Wilson has 
been under heavy pressure from Afri- 
can members of the Commonwealth

Washington — (CP — What would 
happen if a South Vietnamese govyern- 
ment—the present one or any new ad- 
ministration told the United States to 
leave?

There are other questions, too — all 
reflecting the facts that South Viet 
Nam has not had a genuinely-national 
government for many years and that 
prospects for one aren't promising.

It has been honoured through the 
downfall of playboy emperor Bao Dal, 
the rise and fall of dictator Ngo Dinh 
Diem and for the six premiers who have 


ruled briefly since Diem’s 1963 assassi- 
nation. 

Official U. S. statements have never 
said precisely what would happen if a 
South Vietnamese government asked 
the U.S. to take its 280 thousand 
troops home. 

While the current unrest has dis- 
closed substantial anti-American sent- 
iment, observers discount the Iikell- 
hood any southern regime will ask the 
U-S to leave. 

The military organization remains 
the only really organized entity in the 
south, despite Buddhist capacity to 
stage demonstrations the military has 
a vested interest in fighting on. 

More ominous from the American 
standpoint {is the risk that in the north- 
ern area, centring on Hue, there may 
he some defecting troops. These de- 
fectors would be “rebels” to the forces 
representing Saigon, 

Such a situation could be disastrous, 
amounting to what would be a civil war 
within a civil war. Providing credence 
is given to the view that the Viet Cong 
in the south are rebels rather than ag- 
gressors representing the north,

All of which, to our way of thinking, 
is one more reason why it will be one 
of the real cultural calamities of our 
time if the valiant attempt of Mr. 
Fowler and his colleages to upgrade 
broadeasting is frustrated by political 
and partisan arrogance or timidity.

The Battle That Was Vimy 


April 9 to 18, 1917 at Vimy Ridge, 
withering enemy fire, blizzard condi- 
tions and over eleven thousand Cana- 
dians died in the mud of Vimy Ridge. 
Following the battle Canada became a 
country to be reckoned with in the des- 
tiny of the nations of the world. 

The night of April 8, 1917 was Waster 
Sunday when the Canadian and Brit- 
ish troops girded for battle. In the 
cold, black tiny hours of Paster Mon- 
day through biting rain, sleet and 
snow the artillery pounded the ridge 
and as the freezing sleet swirled 
around the waiting soldiers, the air- 
planes of the RFC took part in dog- 
fights in the skies aboye. 

Soldiers advanced into a barrage of 
German high explosives and gas shells, 
firing against an enemy they usually 


couldn't see. It was a battle of great 
courage and of folly on both sides. 

The battle was not only one of his- 
torie significance, its influences were 
felt fourteen years later when an his- 
torie enactment, the Statute of West- 
minster was signed. Canada had come 
of age. 

On Wednesday evening the men of 
Vimy were honoured at the traditional 
Vimy banquet at Lindsay Royal Cana- 
dian Legion. Over 200 comrades at- 
tended to honour the few from the bat- 
tlefield of the past. 

As the years go on their ranks 
dwindle, and in time to come only the 
two high columns of stone on the 
summit of Vimy Ridge will remain to- 
gether with the uneraseable memories 
of a thankful country.

“Tn Canada, our present legislation 
protects the impaired driver,” Philip 
J, Farmer assistant executive director 
of the Canadian Highway Safety Coun- 
cil, told an Oshawa drivers’ banquet.

(4) of the Crimial Code which, he said 
gave the motorist, charged with driving 
while intoxicated or impaired, an im- 
munity given no other motorist charg- 
ed with any other offence. “It dis- 
criminates in favor of the drinking driv- 
er,” he said,

Smart of Little Britain said 
the barns were ablaze when 
he arrived, but there was suf- 
ficient water supply in the 
Little Britain and Oakwood 
fire trucks to wet down near- 
by buildings. He said the esti- 
mated loss would be in the 
$12,000 to $15,000 area. 

Mr. McCallum said he was 
at a loss as to the cause of the 
fire. He said there were no 
heat lamps in use in the barn 
and the wiring had been ap- 
proved by a fire insurance in- 
spector in February. He said 
the loss was covered by insur- 
ance. 

Also on the scene this fore- 
noon was Bruce McCallum’s 
father, Hiram McCallum, a 
former mayor of Toronto.

McCallum Sr. told “The Post” 
he drove to the scene from 
Toronto after being notified 
of the fire by telephone. 

Bruce McCallum said at the 
present he expects to build 
pole barns adjacent to the 
silos, rather than rebuild on 
the former foundations.

New York, (CP)—What does 
cigarette smoking do to an in- 
dividual’s personality? 

Doctor Gene M. Smith of 
the Harvard Medical School 
made a survey of 14-hundred 
smokers and non-smokers in 
an attempt to find an answer 
to that question, and here are 
his findings: 

Smokers tend to be more 
outgoing and social, but they 
also tend to be more disagree- 
able, less good-natured and 
less trusting than non-smok- 
ers. 

Doctor Smith also found 
that smokers were less order- 
ly in their personal habits,

ed. 

Non-smokers, on the other 
hand, tend to be self-effacing, 
tender, considerate, shy and 
obedient. 

Doctor Smith said other 
traits noted among non-smok- 
ers were tendencies to be less 
attention-seeking and cruder 
than smokers. 

The doctor declared the sur- 
vey applies only to those cigar- 
ette smokers and non-smokers 
included in his questionnaire. 

Doctor Smith said it would

High Level of Debate Displayed 
Model Parliament 


In Brock High 


Students at the Brock Dis- 
trict High School this week 
acted very much like real 
Members of Parliament when 
their model parliament sat for 
two afternoons, Wednesday 
and Thursday, arguing points 
of order and procedure and 
passing some legislation. 


The students formed their 
own political parties for their 
50-seat house and ran a vigor- 
ous week-long campaign to 
get their candidate elected. 
The New Democratic Party 
formed a minority govern- 
ment with 24 seats, the New 
Party formed the opposition 
with 14 seats, the Liberals and 
National Socialist Party had 
six seats each. 


In the first bill passed by 
the Parliament, it was unani- 
mously agreed that the British 
North America Act should be 
brought back to Canada where 
it could be modified by the 
Canadian Parliament without 
external permission or consid- 
eration. The reasons given in 
the text of the bill were that 
Canada had reached the status — 
of an independent nation and ¥ 
had the legal right to create 
or revise her own laws, 


The Parliament 
passed a bill to take measures 
to reduce foreign investment 
in Canada. The bill resolved 
that the government would} 
aid or subsidize Canadian pri-} 
mary industries and if there} 
were none it would establish} 
Crown corporations with pub-| 
lic shares. Secondly, foreign-| 
owned corporations would} 
have to pay higher taxes and | 
thirdly. the government would 
provide tax concessions to any} 
Canadian company which pur-| 
chased foreign-owned com | 
panies in primary industry. 

Among reasons given by the} 
government for the bill were} 
that Canada must have full} 
contro! of her internal affairs. |

DIAGNOSIS WILL SHOW 
BRAIN HEMORRHAGE 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn; Is it 
true that a person can survive 
after hemorrhage on the sur- 
face of the brain? I’ve just 
heard of a friend having been 
operated for it, and he’s now 
entirely well.—Mr. W. 

Comment: Not all cases re- 
cover, but many do-all de- 
pending upon when the diag- 
nosis was made and what it is. 
For you see, some cases of 
brain hemorrhage can be eas- 
ily overlooked. 

Here’s an interesting case 
history. A youngster was 
kicked in the head during a 
football scrimmage. He was 
out for a few minutes, anl al- 
though apparently well, was 
kept out of football for the 
rest of the season. All he com- 
plained of were headaches and 
occasional dizziness. 

A few months later, he made 
an appointment because of 
headaches he could barely 
stand. 


up with diagnosis of subdural 
hematoma (blood clot under 
the brain covering). A brain 
surgeon operated, removed the 
hematoma, and the boy’s head- 
aches disappeared. 

Most often the symptoms of 
brain hemorrhage are more 
marked. In addition to severe 
headache the patient suffers 
nausea, vomiting, convulsions 
and loss of conciousness. His 
neck may be stiff. There may- 
be delirium, drowsiness and ir- 
ritability. 

With such symptoms pre- 
sent, the doctor will usually 
do a spinal tap (putting a 
needle between the vertebra of 
the spine and withdrawing 
spinal fluid). If it is bloody 
or pink instead of clear, sub- 
arachnoid hemorrhage is the 
likely diagnosis. Further tests 
(arteriograms-to outline the 
arteries in the brain, etc.) will 
pinpoint the trouble.

He inhales almost to the 
bottom of his feet. 

His rasping cough is unre- 
lenting. But on the way to his 
office, in the office, and on 
the way home again he has put 
away the greater part of three 
packs of cigarettes. 

This man won't stop smok- 
ing. He is 56. His shortness 
of breath, the blue in his lips, 
his apparent struggle to expel 
air-even as he sits-are indi- 
cations that his heart is al- 
ready overburdened, and that 
he is not likely to see his 60th 
birthday. 

His doctor has warned him 
that he is committing slow sui- 
cide. He has told him that 
oxygen, the latest drugs, spe- 
cial exercises, and all the rest 
of the newer methods of treat- 
ment will be without value if 
he persists in smoking. 

“But I can’t stop, doctor’”, 
he says. “I’ve tried and I’ve 
tried.

While on the subject of 
flash, here is a reply to an en- 
quiry.

As to another enquiry, 
there is a colour film made for 
artificial light, and is general- 
ly refered to as “Type A”, 
which, when used in daylight, 
must be exposed through a 
special filter which turns the 
blue daylight into the same 
colour as artificial light. If 
the daylight type film is to be 
used in artificial light, a blue 
filter must be used over the 
lens, to cool the warmth of 
the artificial light and render 
it the same colour value as 
daylight. However, this is not 
very satisfactory, as it lowers 
the speed of the film to away 
below the speed of the type 
A

If you want to use only one 
type of film for both artificial 
and daylight, then use type 
A, and when using it outside, 
attach the Type A filter which 
corrects the light reaching the 
film, but does not lower the 
film speed below the daylight 
value of the same make. Be 
careful to remove the filter 
when coming back to photo-

graph indoors. One thing that 
must be remembered is that 
daylight and artificial light 
must never be mixed; it must 
be all daylight or all artificial 
light. 

Type A film used in day- 
light has a blue overtone, and 
daylight film used in artificial 
light has a red tone, that is, if 
used without their respective 
filters. So you can see what 
kind of a mess up there would 
be in the colours if the lights 
were mixed on the one scene. 

Another question asked 
often is why flash is used out 
in the sun by many Press pho- 
tographers. It is used as a fill 
in light, to kill hard shadows, 
and give detail in places where 
there is not enough light 
otherwise. Sometimes a photo 
of a celebrity must be taken 
in bright sunshine, which may 
cast a heayy shadow of the 
nose, cause the eyes to look 
like black holes and accentu- 


ate wrinkles and hollow 
cheeks etc. The use of a fill in 
will soften these defects con- 
siderably, or remove them al- 
together. 

One precaution must be 
taken not to have too much 
fill in, or it will look as if the 
picture had been taken after 
dark. Sometimes this can be 
an advantage, such as when 
the background is objection 
able, as it prints it in so dark 
that detail is not intruding in 
the scene. In such a case, ex- 
posing for the close up flash 
would cause underexposure 
of the background.

WHAT DO INCOME TAX

YOU HEALTHWISE? 
Everyone has heard of ad- 
renalin. ‘That’s what the ad- 
renal glands pump into our 
blood stream when we need ex- 
tra effort to meet some emer- 


gency. ; 
If we meet a wild cat in the 
woods or become involved 


with some tough character in 
a dark street or alley, it’s the 
adrenalin which prepares US 
either to stand up and fight 
or runaway to fight another 
day. Our pulse races, the 
blood pressure rises and our 
muscles tense. 


Well, that is the acute re- 
action to a sudden increase in 
adrenalin. But overlooked, 
are the incidents that try 
our patience and courage over 
a longer period of time. 


Consider income tax pre- 
paration, for a moment. Exper- 
iments have shown that there 
is a rise in cholesterol in ac- 
countants during income tax 
preparation time each year. 
Doctors say it is due to increas- 
ed amounts of adrenalin in the 
blood stream which helps mo- 
bolize the fats. In like man- 
ner, chronic stress can aggra- 
vate (if not cause) high blood 
pressure, duodenal ulcer, dia- 
betes and overactivity of the 
thyroid gland. 


There’s no moral here ex- 
cept this: If well-trained ac- 
countants have a rise in chole- 
steral due to added stress of 
computing income taxes for 


difficulty in adding 2 and 2- 
who have to struggle with their 
yearly computations complet- 
ing a complicated tax form. I 
doubt that it does their health 
any good, 

It's too late to do anything 
about it this year. But make a 
resolution that next year you'll 
turn over all your travail and 
tension to accountants who are 
trained to wergtle with obscure 
facts and figures. If they get 
a rise in cholesterol, think a- 
bout what such frustration 
does to your arteries and the 
rest of you. 


Healthwise, it’s wiser and 
cheaper to pay the accountant. 
Unless, of course, you’re a 
masochist who dotes on com- 
plaining and suffering. I know 
one stubborn friends who 
comes out of his income tax 
computations each year, he- 
draggled and worn, as if he 


has just survived a tussle 
with Uncle Sam himself.

Milk and dairy products, instead of 
driving up the cost of living, have help- 
ed hold it down, according to Trevor L. 
Davies, president of the Ontario Milk 
Distributors’ Association which repre- 
sents 200 Ontario dairies, 


“Milk remaing the best consumer 
bargain of any food, in terms of nutri- 
tion and health values. Its price in- 
creases have been among the most 
modest of all in a fast-rising economy,” 
he sald. 


Mr. Davies said that in Toronto the 
price of home-delivered whole milk has 
increased from 25 to 27 cents per quart 
since 1962, Wurther increases in pay- 
ments to dairy farmers by the distrib- 
utors, required by provinelal goyern- 
ment marketing orders, might lead to 
other increases for the same reason, he 
predicted. 


He went on to cite Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics reports on average retail

Before delving into the his- 
tory of Masonry in connection 
with the dedication of the new

Dec, 1868 the late King Ed- 
ward VII (then Prince of 
Wales) went to Stockholm as 
guest of King Karl XV of 
Sweden and during that visit 
he received the gift of initia-

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Does your camera §0 into 
hibernation for the winter, It 
shouldn't, but unfortunately 
many do. The films of today, 
available as they are, in seV- 
eral different speeds and con- 
trasts. make photography 
from the amateur’s point of 
view, a 365 day per year oper: 
ation. The very efficient flash 
bulbs, in their great variety 
of light output, and physical 
size, makes a twenty-four hour 
day of each of the 365, for any 
type of camera, large or small. 
So why lay the camera up? A 
great many picture possibili- 
ties present themselves in the 
winter landscape, and in the 
general indoor and outdoor 
activities. 


Also, in putting the camera 
away, you are doing the in- 
strument itself a dis-service. 
The shutter is apt to become 
slow, or erratic in action, the 
lens may become coated with 
a thin film of dust that seems 
more sticky than in the sum- 
mer, and it may have dust in- 
side the film chamber, all de- 
pending where, and how, the 
camera was stored. 


This is a good time to get 
the photographie equipment 
in order for the spring and

If the lens looks clean, the 
camera is free from dust in- 
side, and the shutter seems to 
be working as it should, put 
a roll of film through it as a 


final and sure tést. One or 
two exposes should be flash 
—in order to be sure the syn- 
chronizer contacts in the shut- 
ter are not dirty, which would 
cause either no flash at all, or 


a delayed ignition which 
would cause underexposure. 


One big advantage of doing 
this now, is that if any repair 
or adjusting is necessary, it 
can be done before the shops 
are crowded with work, as 
they will most certainly be, in 
the summer months. They 
will have more time to do a 
better job, and the camera 
will not be away so long. If 
your test film is normal, you 
will know you can look for- 
ward to a fine collection of 
vacation pictures. In my busi- 
ness as a professional photo- 
prapher, I have seen: many in- 
stances of returning vacation- 
ers, who have only blank film, 
or films so black they could 
not be printed, or blurred by 
the shutter being so slow that 
camera movement spoiled the 
pictures, They would pay any- 
thing within reason to have 
something done to get some 
kind of a record of the places 
visited. In some cases reduc- 
tion of overexposed negatives 
could enable fairly good prints 
to be made, but in many other 
cases nothing could be done. 
The recommended checking 
procedure would have elimin- 
ated all their heart aches. 
Don’t neglect it; it is a simple 
and inexpensive insurance 
against wasted film and great 
disappointment. 


At this time, some thought 
should be given to investigat- 
ing the accessories obtainable 
for the type of work you will 
be doing. For instance, a 
close-up lens attachment is a

rather than the social clubs 
that make up the federation 
and urged strike action if pay 
demands were not met. 

Speaking at a meeting of 
250 executives of the Ontario, 
Quebec and British Columbia 
letter carriers’ association Sun- 
day, Mr. Decarie said, “We 
want a contract with the right 
to strike. The demands 
all over Canada are the same. 
We don’t want compulsory ar- 
bitration and it is up to us 
to take it into our hands and 
go on strike if our demands are 
not met.” 


Charles McGuire, president 


estimated 5,300 of the 9,000 
letter carriers in Canada, “We 
are going to go on strike if 
our demands are not met. This 
time we are not going to be 
the victims of uncertainty.” 

“There will be no claims of 
inflation to stop us,” announc- 
ed Mr. Maguire.” 

Mr. Decarie advocated that 
letter carriers seek a $50 a 
week increase instead of the 
$120 monthly raise being 
sought. The top salary for car- 
riers is $4,905. Letter carriers 
received a $525 raise after the 
1965 strike.

PUBLIC SCHOOL BOARD ASKS COUNCIL 
FOR $135,600 FOR CENTRAL ADDITION 


Pointed rifle at brother-in-law 


A request was presented to 
Town Council Monday night 
for the raising of the sum of 
$135,600 by debenture to pay 
for a four room addition to 
the Central Senior School by 
Public School Board chairman 
George Inrig. 

Mr. Inrig told council mem- 
bers this addition will provide 
for the upcoming Lindsay stu- 
dents now in our school sy- 
stem, but does not allow for 
new families moving into 
town. “In five years we will 
be back for another addition,” 
said the chairman. He said 
some aspects of the present 
plans could be delayed but in 
view of the rocketing costs of 
construction it was felt more 
economical not to delay con- 
struction further. 

Mr. Inrig said the proposed 
addition would be a two storey 
building with facilities provid- 
ed for expansion. He said two 
of the classrooms would be 
large enough to accommodate 
a labrary in one, and a girls’ 
opportunity class, i 

The chairman said the new 
plan incorporated office space 
for the Public School Board 
Secretary. He said Mr. Cross- 
ley had been conducting the 
school business from his resi- 
dence, but since moving he no 
longer had facilities available 
and office space was now be- 
ing rented. He said the rent 
over a ten year period would 
defray the cost of providing 
office space in the new addi- 
tion. 

Mr. -Inrig quoted construc- 
tion costs at $120,000, archi- 
tectural and engineering costs 
at $7,200, contingencies $3,- 
600 and furnishings and 
equipment $4,800. 

Councillor David Logan said 
$150,000 had been earmarked 
for school expansion in the 
town’s five year capital works 
forecast and this had been ap- 
proved by council. 

The request of the Public 
School Board was referred to 
the finance committee for 
study and a report to council.

Mayor Eakins said he did not 
think the town should feel re- 
sponsible.

The Government is to be urged to 
raise the minimum age for drivers’ lic- 
enses to 8. George Ben, Liberal 
member for Bracondale will call for the 
age hike during debate on transport es- 
timates. 

Mr. Ben points out that there is no 
earthly reason Why youngsters under 
18 should have licenses. Studies show 
that students who drive get lower 
marks than those who don't. 

Many youngsters can’t afford cars 
in good mechanical condition and end 
up paying $50 for “old wrecks with de- 
fective brakes and erratic steering”, he 
charged. 

Most traffic accidents are caused 
by drivers under 25. Sixteen year old

Modern St. Georges 


St. George, so the legend goes, long 
ago slew a dragon that was terrorizing 
and killing the people of a far distant 
country. Canada has had dragons and 
still has many of them, but we call 
them killer diseases. Our St. Georges 
are not going forth in shining armor— 
they are the medical scientists who 
have slain our dragons of smallpox, 
polio, diphtheria, and all those one- 
time major killer diseases. They are 
still waging war on diseases like ment- 
al illness, tuberculosis, heart disease, 
arthritis and cancer. Many St. George’s 
in the civilized world are fighting the 
cancer battle. 

A great deal is known already about 


cancer. For example, lung cancer, the 
leading cause of death from cancer in 
Canada, is due in most cases to cigar- 
ette smoking and is therefore largely 
preventable. In many kinds of cancer 
prompt diagnosis and treatment will 
arrest the disease. 

So take advantage of all that is 
known. Your local branch of the Can- 
adian Cancer Society will send you in- 
formational material to help you un- 
derstand what symptoms to watch for. 
Consult your doctor if you suspect that 
you have any of the symptoms describ- 
ed. And remember, the chances are 
that it isn’t cancer, but it’s always 
worthwhile to be sure. 


Laws and People 


The law, and its proper application, 
may look entirely different to the lay- 
man and the lawyer. An example is 
some opinions of Toronto lawyer Jos- 
eph Sedgwick that are contained in a 
report on immigration laws that he has 
prepared for the federal government. 

Contrary to what has been going on, 
says the able and admired Mr. Sedg- 
wick, residents of Canada have no leg- 
al right to secure the admission to this 
country of their fathers, mothers, bro- 
thers, uncles, cousins or fiancees. He 
recommends that, in keeping with the 
intent of the law, sponsored immigrants 
should be limited to the wives and min- 
or dependent children of citizens or 
persons admitted for permanent resi- 
dence, 

Over 90 per cent of Italian immi- 
grants are sponsored, states Mr. Sedg- 
wick’s report, and over 80 per cent for 
Greece and Portugal, and 75 per cent 
for Hong Kong; only France, the Un- 
ited Kingdom and Ireland show figures 
less than 20 per cent. “From some areas 
at least,’ says the report, “immigration 
has become almost totally sponsored 
to the exclusion of immigration based 
on selection having regard to the {mmi- 
grant’s skill or ability ... Large num- 
bers of unskilled and functionally {llit- 


erate adults have come to Canada 
through this sponsored movement.” 
Looking only at the law, as a lawyer is 
inclined to do, such critical comments 
may be quite In order. But looking at 
the law in terms of people, as the lay- 
man does, a strict interpretation of the 
statute may be quite undesirable. 

One non-legal, admittedly partisan, 
and worthwhile opinion on Mr. Sedg- 
wick's point was offered by Victor Bag- 
nato of Toronto, past president of the 
Italian Immigration Aid Society: “Don’t 
stop bringing the unskilled relatives 
over. We have a restraining program 
here. It helps the economy. There 
would be lots of broken and unhappy 
homes on both sides of the water if this 
goes through, This is a huge country 
with lots of vacant land, Where are you 
going to draw the line on relatives? 
There's plenty of room for skilled lab- 
or, too,” 

It is a big country, and there is not 
only a pressing need for skilled new- 
comers but lots of room for what are 
called the funetionally illiterate. And 
what better way for the latter to ar- 
rive and learn the ropes than through 
the sponsorship of relatives? Thous- 
ands have been doing so, to their own 
benefit and the benefit of the country.

The British House 


Now that the election is over in Hng- 
land, the analysts are beginning to look 
ahead at what the news sessions of 
and one of Heath's chief idea men.

The parliamentary newcomers — 
largely on Labor’s side — are teachers, 
technologists and political profession- 
als.

Men who will, incidentally, 
help Conservative leaders Edward 
Heath to reform his party. 

Some of Heath’s Conservative tech- 
nocrats were swept out in the Labor 
tide. But some had been nominated in 
safe Tory districts and were elected 
easily. Most prominent among them 
is 30-year-old David Howell, former Di- 
rector of the party’s Political Centre 
and one of Heath’s chief idea men. 

But, the Conservative defeat left the

Ralph Cowan, Liberal member for 
capital punishment pleaded with the 
York-Humber, an ardent advocate of 
advocates of abolition of the death pen- 
alty for a special debate on compénsa- 
tion for victims of crimes.

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United Church Women hold 
annual meeting at Oshawa 


Mrs. L.F. Richardson, of 
Whitby, president of the Bay 
of Quinte Conference, United 
Church Women conducted the 
business sessions on March 22- 
98 of the fourth annual meet- 
ing in Harmony United Church 
Oshawa. Nearly 150 delegates 
representing 60 churches and 
seven presbyterials attended 
the four sessions. 


Since Mrs. Richardson's two 
year term of office had come 
to an end, she expressed appre- 
ciation to all the women of 
the U.C.W. for their co-opera- 
tion and noted with deep satis- 
faction that there has been a 
decided increase in Bible 
study groups and leadership 
training within the conference 
area. She asked the members 
to look beyond their own Con- 
ference and to share in the 
problems and concerns of alt 
the United Church women 
across Canada. “The Chris- 
tian women is one who for 
Christ's sake lives with the 
people, particularly in the 
home and in the church. In 
an age of moral breakdown, 
dishonesty, and parental irre- 
sponsibilty there is too much 
concern about preparing a 
path for our youth, and too 
little time preparing youth for 
the path’. The president 
made a special plea for trust- 
ed and reasonable laity to as- 
sist the clergy in counselling 
those with family problems. 

Following a message of wel- 
come by Mrs. Fulton, of the 
Harmony U.C.W. who acted as 
hostess to the Conference, the 
proposed budget of $200,- 
450.00 was presented by Fi- 
nance Chairman Mrs. Hazard 
Allan. Of this amount, $188,- 
000.00 was the allocation from 
the Board of Women for the 
Unified Budget. The total bud- 
get which was unanimously ap- 
prover also included $2,000.70 
to be used for Bursaries for 
young men and women who 
are candidates for the full time 
ministry of the church. 

The Five Oaks Christian 
Training Centre, Paris, On- 
tario was represented by Mrs. 
Edith McLellan,a resident staff 
member. She pointed out that 
the Centre’s funcition was to 
provide a climate of freedom 
of thought and action for adult 
training, and whish would 
clarify the values of life, and 
train for opportunities for 
Christian service. Five Oaks 
is open all year, and offers 
courses for people from every 
walk of life-nurses, teachers, 
clergy rural workers and store 
keepers, 

Delegates from Cobourg, 
Lindsay and Belleville Pres- 
byterials conducted worship 
services at three of the ses- 
sions. Qn Tuesday afternoon 
the sacrament of Holy Com- 
munion was served by the Rev. 
N. T. Holmes, Chairman of Os- 
hawa Presbytery, assisted hy 
six women members of session 
from all parts of the confer- 
ence. Mrs. N. T. Holmes offi- 
ciated at the organ for all the 


meetings, and the Bowman- 


ville U.C.W. Ladies Quartette 
provided special music at the 
Tuesday evening rally. 

This year each Presbyterial 
made a presentation of one 
aspect of the Conference 
theme: “Christian Concerns 
Challenge the Church”, Wo- 
men of Lindsay Presbytery 
dealt with the subject of 
“Moral Standards and the Pf- 
fects on our Society”. They 
pointed out that morals 
volve personal and corporate 
integrity, and from this flows 
actions. People who would 
not rob a bank or steal or lie 
do not hesitate to cheat on an 
employer’s time, evade the 
truth-or exaggerate it. This 
kind of double standard 
makes clear-cut morality diffi- 
cult. It was felt that early 
sex education, wisely taught in 
the home, and by special- 
ly trained teachers in the 
schools, would assist in teach- 
ing todays youth high stan- 


in- 


ciety of lowered sexual stand- 
ards. Education and self-disci- 
pline in the matter of the use 
of alcoholic beverages was 
stressed. Delegates were re 
minded that “The task of train- 
ing lies with mother and dad 
and cannot be transferred to 
anyone else”. 

A taped interview, tracing 
the events which moulded the 
life and thinking of the boy- 
hood and young manhood of 
Karl Marx was the contribu- 
tion of Oshawa Presbyterial 
who chose as its topic: “Com- 
munism and the Christian 
Faith”. 

Pertinent facts and com- 
ments from the recently pub- 
lished Preliminary Report of 
the Commission on Bicultural- 
ism by the Peterborough Pres- 
byterial made the delegates 
aware that there was much to 
be done within the church to 
foster understanding of Cana- 
dians with differing cultural 
backgrounds.

SA Colonel holds service 
at Fenelon Falls citadel 


Fenelon Falls, (PNS)—Spe- 
cial services have been held 
at the Salvation Army Citadel 
with Colonel Wm. G. Effer as 
the special speaker. Colonel 
Effer, National Evangelist for 
the Salvation Army in Canada 
and Bermuda was born of Sal- 
vation Army officer parents in 
London, England. 

Following graduation from 
the Salvation Army’s Inter- 
national Training College in 
London, England, in 1919, he 
was appointed to the corps 
work in the British Isles. Four 
years later he was given an 
overseas appointment in Bra- 
zil. The work in Brazil was 
quite difficult. However, he 
spent seven years in corps 
work in that vast republic 
prior to his first homeland 
furlough in 1982. 

Returning to Brazil the Col- 
onel was attached to public 
relations work for three years. 
Subsequent appointments in- 
cluded that of Territorial 
Youth Secretary, Candidates 
Secretary and Training Prin: 
cipal, the last named involv- 
ing oversight of the Rio de 
Janeiro Division. Warly in 
1939 Colonel Effer became 
General Secretary of the Bra- 
zil Territory. 

In 1940 the Colonel was ap- 
pointed in charge of Salvation 
Army work in the Republic of 
Cuba, where despite wartime 
problems good progress was 
made and several new buil- 
dings were erected. 

In September 1945 Colonel 
Effer returned to Brazil as 
Territorial Commander. While 
a number of setbacks have 
been experienced in Salvation 
Army work during years of 
war, the Colonel with his in- 


timate knowledge of the clim- 
ate and customs of the coun- 
try, was able to see that these 
were overcome and the work 
greatly activated. 

Towards the end of 1950, 
Colonel Bffer was appointed 
to the Australian East Terri- 
tory where he served as Train- 
ing Principal in Sydney. In

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School Boards of Fenelon 
Falls, Bobcaygeon and Veru- 
Jam Township may join to 
form an area school board. 

Public School Inspector B. 
Barrett said yesterday he hop- 
ed the boards could reach a 
decison next week on whether 
they would join together and 
form an area school board. 
Mr. Barrett said the three 
boards have been discussing 
for some time the possibility 
of merging and another meet- 
ing is being held on the week- 
end to discuss amalgamation 
of the boards. 

Mr. Barrett said if they de- 
cided in fayour of the move 
they would have to bring the 
proposal to County Council’s 
June session.

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Set ‘‘Priorities For Progress’ 
Former Governor Urges Kinsmen 


Gerry Connolly, one of two 
former Kinsmen Governers 
honoured with life member- 
ship at a Kinsmen Life Mem 
bership night on Wednesday, 
appealed to Kinsmen to con- 
continue to support and pro- 
mote these things truly Cana- 
dian in their objectives. “We 
should lead the way to 
strengthen the bonds of un- 
derstanding among all citi- 
zens”. 

Mr. Connolly was address- 
ing Kinsmen and many guests 
at a special evening when he 
and former Governor Jack 
Gleeson, now of Ottawa, were 
made life members of the As- 
sociation of Kinsmen. 

“1967 is Canada’s Centen- 
nial year”, said Mr -Connolly, 
“gur Centennial year. As Kins- 
men and as individuals, now 
may be the time to review our 
objectives and to set down for 
the future “Priorities for Pro- 
gress”. 


Mr. Connolly suggested as 
number one “priority for pro- 
gress”, an outward expansion 
of tangible interest in the 
success of Canada’s Anniver- 
sary programme. “A method 
that comes to mind is through 
the Provincial Centennial 
Committee, part of the De- 
partment of Tourism, which is 
making available during 1967, 
a number of theatrical attrac- 
tions which will tour through- 
out the province. These will 
be partly subsidized so that a 
higher standard will be avail- 
able than could normally be 
expected. May I suggest as a 
“priority for progress’, that 
the Kinsmen Club of Lindsay 
consider and investigate the 
possibilities of working with 
the Academy Theatre Founda- 
tio, to promote one or more 
of these events”. 


“1966, the 99th year since 
Confederation, will also be 
known as the year in which 
Canada’s population passed 
the 20 million mark. At 20 
million the national popula- 
tion is just about what the 
‘Royal Commission on Cana- 
dian Economic Prospects’ in 
its report of 10 years ago, ex- 
pected it to be. Looking ahead 
to 1975 — our probably popu- 
lation will be 25 million’. 


“Everyone in this room 
would agree that in Canada, 
the educational upgrading of 
our youth, our labour force 
and future leaders represent 
an area of major challenge 
in the years immediately 
ahead. A second “priority of 
progress” would be the for- 
mation of education commit- 
tees or citizen groups, with 
Kin leadership, to work with 
municipal councils and school 
boards to assist them in meet- 
ing this challenge. Much 
should be done to create a bet- 
ter climate for understanding 
between citizens and educa- 
tional matters. We as Cana- 
dians can do no less than give 
our children a better educa- 
tion to meet fomorrow’s de 
mands”. 


Mr. Connolly continued, 
“Canada’s motto, includes 
‘from sea to sea’ — we should 
accentuate the things all Cana- 
dians have in common, rather 
than emphasizing our differ- 
ences. We must strive to pro- 
mote better understanding be- 
tween Newfoundland fisher- 
men and the prairie wheat 
farmer, between the Quebec 
“pabitant’ and the B.C. logger 
_ all are Canadians — with 
varying interest, it is true, but 
all with a common stake in Ca- 
nada’s future”.

DAIRIES TO SHARE 
AT THE VICTORIA 


Victoria County Home man- 
agement committee today de- 
cided to split their dairy pro- 
ducts business between two 
local firms, 4 months about. 

Management committee 
members learned that at one 
time only whole milk from the 
farm dairy herd was used at 
the home unless, due to short- 
age, pasteurized milk had to 
be purchased. Later an ar- 
rangement was made whereby 
Silverwoods Dairies Ltd. 
would accept shipments of 
whole milk in the amount 
equal to that amount of pas- 
teurized milk purchased by 
the home, and all pasteurized 
milk was used. 


Silverwoods changed from 
transporting incoming milk in 
cans to the bulk truck trans- 
portation, at which time the 
superintendent at the home 
received word from Silver- 
woods that bulk milk cooler 
would have to be installed at 
the home. At that time the 
management committee decid- 
ed against the $3,000 invest- 
ment, and as McMullen’s 


was switched to McMullen’s 
Dairy who accepted about two 
cans of milk per day and sup- 
plied the home with pasteur- 
ized milk as required. 


Frank Dowel, representing 
Silverwood Dairies Ltd. ad- 
dressed the management com- 
mittee today and asked if the 
committee would consider giv- 
ing Silverwoods a share of the 
business. He said McMullen’s 
Dairy have had all the busi- 
ness for some six years, and 
since Silverwoods Ltd. were 
taxpayers in the community 
and employed some 60 per- 
sons and received milk from 
80 area suppliers in this area, 
he said the firm he represent- 
ed would appreciate a share of 
the business. He did make a 
suggestion the business “be 
shared on the basis of the 
number of suppliers and em 
ployees benefitted by each 
firm, suggesting the possible 
basis of 10 to 1.

Bicycle riders must accept 
responsibility with the fun 


Dear Editor, 

If I may, I would like to use 
your columns to appeal to par- 
ents of grade school children 
to think about the great poten- 
tial for good and for harm of 
an item that is usually taken 
very much for granted-the bi- 
cycle. 

On the positive side, a bicycle 
provides your child with lots 
of fun, and good exercise. 
Both are excellent things. But 
I want to refer to the bicycle 
as a teaching aid. 

Yes, you can use a boy’s 
bike to teach him some very 
valuable lessons in growing 
up. 
To start with, a boy with a 
bike owns a vehicle subect to 
traffic laws. So it can and 
should be used to teach him 
respect for the law. 

Does he have all the equip- 
ment required by law-bell 
or horn, lights, reflective 
tape? And more importantly, 
does he know and obey all the 
traffic and safety rules that 
apply to him? 

A bicycle can be a wonder- 
ful possession for a youngster. 
But he should be taught that 
he must accept responsibility 
along with the fun. Responsi- 
bility to equip it properly, 
maintain it properly, and ride 


it properly. 

The penalty for failure to 
do any of these things can be 
tragically severe.

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Legion Criticizes Pension Lag 


fome 1,600 delegates attending the 
Royal Canadian Legion's Twenty-Firat 
National Convention at Montreal fin- 
ished five day of business on Friday. 
The sessions saw the Legion approve 
the Canadian flag; elect Ron MacBeath 
of Moncton as President; criticize the 
government for lack of action on pen- 
sion increases; and add 50 cents to the 
per capita tax which members pay to 
the Natlonal Headquarters, 


The Convention was opened by Lord 
Mountbatten of Burma who urged dele~ 
gates to look beyond Canada in seek- 
ing avenues of service to veterans and 
dependants. He said that the bold- 
ness and vision of the next few years 
would determine whether it was “ten 
minutes to midnight or the dawn of 
a new era,” for the Legion. 


Lord Mountbatten pointed to the 
plight of millions of destitute veterans 
in the emerging nations of the Com- 
monwealth, and said that this was 
where the Canadian Legion could find 
its new challenge. The Legion is at- 
tempting to raise $200,000 for the wel- 
fare of such veterans. 


In its internal fund raising pro- 
gramme Robert Jones of Saint John, 
reported that the Legion was one- 
third of the way to its objective in its 
drive fora million dollar centennial 
fund. 


Outgoing President Fred O’Brecht, 
speaking of lack of government action 
on requests for pension increases said 
“Our patience is quickly being exhaust- 
ed.

Bethany (PNS) — Mr. Alex, 
Carruthers) MPP, was guest} 
speaker at a meeting of the 
Ontario Farmer's Union held 
in Bethany recently. 

“T admire your aggressive 
attitude and we must reason 
out together what is needed 
and practical.” Mr, Carruthers 
said he had a personal interest 
in farming and the rural way 
of life and recalled as a hoy, | 
picking potatoes for 75¢ per} 
day and later teaching for 13 
years in rural schools. 


Mr, Carruthers spoke of the 
recent Rally in Toronto, the 
progress of Labour Unions and 
increased wages with less 
working hours, Bducation, Me- 
dical Care and the new 
O.M.S.I.P., subsidized housing, 
the new milk price, acreage 
payments for loss of crops, 
etc. He criticized the present 
old age security pension, “El- 
derly people just cannot live 
on $75 per month, particu- 
larily in urban centres. “These 
are the people who built our 
country, who lived through a 
depression and two World 
Wars, and now have no one to 
care for them, Anyone receiv- 
ing the old age pension will 
benefit by O.M.S.1.P. Senior) 
Citizens should be our real| 
concern.” 


Mr. Carruthers also stated 


a re-adjustment of taxes from 
the Provincial and Municipal 
levels to provide for the rising 
costs of education. 

Mrs. Veronica Opsitnik, of 
Pontypool, first woman vice- 
president and secretary of the 
local union gave the Ontario 
Farmers’ views on pertinent 
items. 


Mrs. Opsitnik criticized 
their reception at the recent 
‘March’ to Queen’s Park.

History regarding the Town 
of Lindsay dates well beyond 
100 years ago. The newspaper 
accounts tell the story of a 
number of big and tragic fires 
but apparently the greatest 
holocaust of all was the con- 
flagration of 1861 when a 
large section of the town was 
destroyed. The ten frame 
stores on Kent Street with 
their wooden verandahs were 
laid low, but apparently the 
fire was a blessing in disguise 
as a new brick Lindsay arose 
from the ashes of the old. 

The fire started in the for- 
mer residence of the late Dr. 
Blanchard on Ridout Street 
which has for some years past 
been occupied by the Lindsay 
Private Hospital, owned and 
operated by ex-Mayor Joseph 
Holtom. The fire spread rap- 
idly, destroying the whole of 
Kent Street as far as William 
Street and practically the 
whole town was wiped out of 
existence,

sex street. The fine central 
Meat Market operated by Joe 
Lamantia and Sons on Kent 
Street was erected by the late 
John W. Anderson who carried 
on a furniture and undertaking 
business. 

At the time, the Mansion 
House was doing business at 
the corner of Victoria Avenue 
and Glenelg Street. This hos- 
telry was operated for several 
years by a man called Mc- 
Carthy. It was later occupied 
by the Children’s Shelter and 
is now the home of the Moose 
Fraternal organization. The 
Post Office was then located on 
Lindsay Street south imme- 
diately at the rear of J. Hou- 
zer’s store, which was then a 
YMCA. The post office was 
operated by Mr. Adams. 

A few years later, the post 
office was moved to the south 
side of Kent Street in a build- 
ing which was later known as 
the O'Halloran Meat Store. 

Following the great fire of 
1861, Lindsay expanded ra- 
pidly, particularly in the bus- 
iness area.

She 
stressed that anyone wishing 
to adopt a child should not let 
people with mistaken inform- 
ation discourage them from 
making enquiries. Ideas such 
as:— “You must have a sep- 
arate bedroom for each child” 
or “You must be within a cer- 
tain age range or have a cer- 
tain income”, are NOT cor- 
rect, 


“Tf there are people who 
have applied for a child, and 
are still waiting, it is because 
the child they want doesn’t 
exist. Children are not made 
to order, but must be accepted 
as they are,” said the speaker. 

During the question and 
answer period which followed 
Mrs, Heatlie said that there 
is always a need for good fos- 
ter homes in the Lindsay area. 
The child’s need is always 
considered first when placing 
him or her in a foster home, 


Mrs. Heatlie said that older 
children in care of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid, are usually victims 
of some family disaster, and 
until they feel secure and ac- 
cepted in the foster home, 
their behaviour is apt to pre- 
sent a bit of a problem, there- 
fore foster parents must be 
patient and understanding,

A brief from the Haliburton 
Highlands Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Haliburton 
Highiands Regional Tourist 
Council calling for better 
roads for Haliburton County 
was presented today to the Le- 
gislative Comittee on Highways 
and Tourism at Queen's Park, 
by John P. Hill, president of 
the Chamber. 

The preamble to the brief 
outlines the background of the 
request for improved high- 
ways. “Well over a century 
ago, Haliburton County had a 
healthy economy based on its 
huge stands of pine timber. 
The existing waterways pro- 
vided an economical transpor- 
tation system. The logging in- 
dustry has served us well, how 
ever this economy lasted only 
as long as the supply of raw 
material.” 

“The Pioneers settled in the 
county along colonization 
roads. These roads were built 
in the 19th century. Since that 
time these routes of access to 
Haliburton County have not 
been fully developed, and in 
fact large sections of these ar- 
teries have been closed.” 

“In the 1930's the first major 
road work was one within Ha- 
liburton County when Highway 
85 was built. The Tourist in- 
dustry started to grow with 
the accessibility provide by 
this new road.” 

- “Itis fortunate that the topo- 
graphy of our Region provides 
many hills, valleys, lakes and 
streams which form a veritable 
paradise for the vacationist 
from southern Ontario and 
neighbouring United States. 
Admittedly our Tourist Indus- 
try has had a gradual growth 
in past years, however, this In- 
dustry is seasonal and, al- 
though efforts have been made 
to develop tourism into a more 
stable economy on a year 
round basis, the rate of pro- 
gress has been extremely slow 
and does not provide an ade- 
quate economy for the region.” 

Mr, Hill pointed out that 
Haliburton County has been 
included in the Designated 
Area Programme. To qualify 
for this classification, the area 
is characterized by high and 
chronic unemployment and 
low family incomes. Large ca- 
pital grants are attractive to 
industry and great effort has 
been expanded over the years 
to entice industry to locate in 
the area. 

This has produced very few 
results, he said. Even with 
large Provincial and Federal 
grants available, the inability 
to attract industry stems from 
the fact that the district lacks 
necessary basie requirements 
for economic operation, namely 
availability of raw material and 
easily accessible markets. 

Other than the nearly ex- 
tinct timber stands Haliburton 
County has little other market- 
able raw material and, the 
markets are at a considerable 
distance over a very inade- 
quate road system, 

Our only prospect for an im- 
proved economy lies in an ac- 
celeration of the tourist indus- 
try, continues the brief. To 
accomplish this, emphasis 
must be placed on accessabil- 
ity to our six hundred-odd 
lakes, and better roads are an 
imperative factor. 
Recommended 

Since Haliburton County is 
accessible by three rdéutes, 
Highways 35, 121 and 28 “we 
respectively submit that the 
following immediate improve- 
ments are essential to the 


growth and economy of our 
area”, 

1. Highway 35, our main 
access road for the develop- 
ment of our over 600 lakes, is 
not receiving needed attention 
on its northern limits. We 
fee] that a greatly accelerated 
programme of improvement is 
essential and. that work 
should commence as well at 
the Victoria-Haliburton boun- 
dry and continue northerly, to 
meet the existing northern 
programme. During this pro- 
gramme, in the south, High- 
ways 121 and 519, with some 
surface repair, could be used 
as alternate routes, if neces- 
sary. 


2. Highway 648 extends 
from 121 southerly towards 
Highway 28 the ony eastern 
access road. There is a three 
mile portion of paved town- 
ship road connecting the end 
of 648 to Highway 28. If this 
portion of the road could be 


cess to the area could be great- 
ly improved in that (a) the 
road could then be numbered 
and signed by the Ontario De- 
partment of Highways, (b) im- 
provements could eventually 
be made to the road by the de- 
partment whereas, the present 
township of Cardiff is in no 
position to assume much work 
on this road. 


3. Since all major traffic to 
the area at present comes 
from the south, Highway 35 is 
bearing a heavy load but, due 
to its existing condition, the 
use of Highway 121 and 519 
is increasing. A programme to 
upgrade Highways 121 and 
519 should therefore be im- 
plemented as soon as possible. 


4. The brief strongly advo- 
cates the construction of an 
additional access highway run- 
ning east and west through 
Haliburton County. At the 
present time, no such artery 
exists and one is believed 


ing reasons: 


have been designated by the 
Department of Lands and For- 
ests as a huge enjoyment area 
for the general public. This 
removes thousands of acres of 
land and scores of miles of 
lakeshore from future devel- 
opment and municipal tax- 
ation. It is realized that, with 
the rapid expansion and popu- 
lation growth within 125 miles, 
this area can no doubt provide 
enjoyment to many thousands 
more people than it could if 
sold for cottage construction.

The opinion that the theatre te dying 
waa certainly as old as the Greeks, sald 
Peter Mall, director of Britatn’s Royal 
Shakespeare Company, in a recent 
ARG World Service broadcast about 
the outlook for the arts and entortain- 
men In the year 2000, 


“Tt has alwaya been dying—alwaye 
been in a aick state like the body pol- 
{tle, But certainly in Wngland I think 
Ite influence {a very strong at the mo- 
ment, T would even go 80 far as to say 
that what the theatre doos today, tele- 
vision does tomorrow and the clenma 
the day after, Although we are in 
minority art, we are very much leading 
in new techniques and tn raising issues 
that need to be discussed and seen in 
our theatres,” 

He believed, he sald, that the effect 
of more television, better education, 
more money and leisure, would be to 
bring a higher proportion of people to 
the live theatre. In his view, the funo- 
tion of the theatre now was in the 
(feed-hack’ {t gave to the mass media 
yather than In trying to get vast aud- 
fencer Itself, although he did not be- 
lieve in thhy, esoteric publics, nor in 
self-conscious and dogmatte ‘pop-art’, 
or ‘theatre for the workers’ enterprises, 
“In the next fifty years the theatre has 
got to make it ita job to appeal to as 
broad a section of the community as 
possible.” 

On the matter of government subsid- 


fen for the arts, such as the Royal 
Shakespoare Company at Stratford re= 
ceiver, Peter Hall felt that there must 
be a great extension over the next 
generation, 


“Ty fact, the explasion of talent In the 
Wnelish thoatre in the last fifteen years 
—the Royal Court Theatre, the Nation- 
al Theatre, and the big resurgence of 
the repertories—tis due almost entirely 
to government subsidy, What people 
don’t remember is that the theatre has 
always been subsidised by somebody— 
the Ghureh, the State, the Court, the 
King, and only on extremely rare oc- 
casions has it ever pald tte way. In 
fact it can’t pay {t's own way now. So 
there must be greater subsidies if thea 
tre {s as soclally important as educa- 
tion, sewerage, public libraries, any of 
the things which as publie communit- 
les we take for granted,” 

He admitted that there was a danger 
that people might expect a subsidised 
theatre to be conformist, or that which- 
ever political party was in power when 
A subsidy was granted might be annoy- 
ed if the theatre reflected different pol- 
itfeal views, or moral attitudes they 
disapproved of. ‘But this is the price 
{hat has to be paid, Unless the theatre 
Je in the market-place upsetting people, 
{t is no more doing its job than a popu- 
Jar newspaper Is, Society has got to 
pay money to be insulted if it needs to 
be insulted,”

enors should be inspeoted to make sure 
they are secure and firmly attached to 
the jacket, 

Kapok-filled jackets should be check- 
ed for punctures or tears in the inner 
vinyl, water-proof covering, If this 
water-proof covering ia punctured, the 
kapok will become water soaked when 
the jacket is immersed and the buoy- 
ancy of the jacket is dangerously af- 
fected. Lifejackets should be stored 
In the boat where it is clean and dry, 
and Away from contact with grease, 
oll or gasoline, They should also be 
readily available to passengers in the 
boat. 

In fact, the Ontario Safety League 
strongly advises non-swimmers and 
ehildren to wear lifejackets at all times 
while on the water,

Gary Hook of Downsview is one of 
these As a tiny baby his doctor dlagnos- 
ed cancer and when this happens at the 
age of two months the future ts bleak, 

Mrs, John Hook first noted her son's 
prominent stomach early In 19638, Small 
boys have big stomacha and so do 
small girla but this one appeared unus- 
ual, 

The next few months were heetlo, 
worrying and — for Gary -— bewilder- 
ing, Wireat came the routine examina- 
tlon by his Paediatrician. Good doct- 
ora rarely yolce thelr fears and Gary's 
doctor sald little, A call on a speclal- 
{at was next on the list. The verdict 
was cancer, The eriminal must be 
banished, 


From this point, Ontario's complex 
diagnostic machinery began turning 
over and Gary was placed on the con- 
veyor belt, From Northwestern Gén- 
eral to Princess Margaret Hospital to 
The Hospital for Siek Children — all 
concentrated in Toronto—was a hop

“Without any compensation whatso- 
ever,” said Mr, Ostiguy, who is president 
of the Investment Dealers’ Association, 
“this Special Partner wishes to receive 
from us the list of all those we employ 
and the salaries we pay them. Then, 
without even having contact with these 
people, he wishes us to hand him a 
kickback on every one of these salaries. 
As far as his partners are concerned, 
he deals with them directly, to make 
sure he gets an even bigger share, This 
Special Parner also has the privilege 
of looking into the expenses of his 
partners, Te wants to know who you 
take out to lunch, where you take them, 
what you feed them, 

“He doesn’t particularly care about 
the money his partners may decide to 
invest in new plant, equipment and so 
on; but he could kick up quite a fuss 
about the fact that you may have spent 
an extra dollar for bearnaise sauce 
with your meal, Then, at the end of 
the year he is anxious to find out 
Whether you have a profit. He may 
send his spies to check that profit and 
then immediately he wants about 60 
per cent of it, Then he wants to know 
from you who your other partners are, 
and if you decide to distrbiute to these 


was optimistic. They— the surgeons

Hospital treats 800 out-patients every 
day an dmany must be driven.

He start- 
ed his volunteer driving before Gary 
was born and is still going strong. 

And his fellow workers at Canada 
Packers help also, They drive, they 
make cancer dressings, and every April 
they donate money for research. This 
year Ontario needs $2,320,000 the 
mator portion of which will be directed 
to Cancer Research.

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‘MIN THE MOOD FOR 
PROTEST 

I suppose that I should join 
with everyone else in Canada 
who {is having something to 
say in print about the ‘Seven 
Days’ Controversy’, On, per 
haps I should make a tour of 
Lindsay and write about the 
‘eye-sores’ that are spoiling 
the natural beauty of our fair 
town at a time when citizens 
are becoming community con- 
scious in time for the Centen: 
nial next year, But f just don’t 
foe) like doing either of these 
things right now, 

As you may well imagine, I 
am in the mood for protesta- 
tion about something but the 
problem is - what do T want to 
protest? The Town Council 
has found a way of reducing 
our taxes somewhat after rais- 
ing them a great deal only a 
week before - so there is no 
point in haggling about high 
taxes either. 

I think I have it, 

Last week you may recall 
that IT had something to say 
about education in Lindsay 
and suggested that a commis- 
sion be formed to study the 
problem, In the same issue of 
‘The Post’ I noticed a report 
that Mayor Eakins had ap- 
pointed a commission to do 
just that. I must admit that 
I didn’t expect action quite so 
quickly. However, now that 
the problem has been solved, 
I would like to have something 
to say about another area of 
education that is beginning to 
cause mo great concern, 

During the Baster holidays 
an important conference on 
education was held in Toron- 
to. Secondary school teachers 
from all over Ontario attend. 
ed and, as one would expect, 
anticipated receiving some 
helpful hints about teaching 
that they could take back to 
their classrooms, The theory 
is that every teacher, no mat- 
ter how experienced and how 
knowledgeable, can learn new 
teaching methods and more 
interesting ways of presenting 
his subject 

Now then, what sort of re- 
ports do I find in the daily 
press about the results of the 
conference? 

THERE ARE ODD-BALLS 

First of all T read that teach- 
ers, and especially principals, 
are sald to have no patience 
with the ‘odd-balls’ in the 
school system and so do great- 
er arm by forcing them out 
into the world of work. The 
argument here is that educa- 


student in the school is given 
an equal chance to secure an 
adequate education, In fact, 
some of the teachers would 
say that the principal bends 
over too far to keep the ‘odd- 
balls’ in school. However, I 
helieve I speak for him tn say- 
ing that he hates to see any 
boy or girl leave the L.C.V.1. 
without completing the full 
course of studies, 

At a time when our school 
is over-crowded, when the tax- 
payers are crying for less ex- 
penditure, when the teachers 
and students are being asked 
to accept a shift-system - we 
hear such irresponsible state: 
ments coming out of an edu. 
cation conference, 

Perhaps it is time to take a 
good, hard look at our system 
of pampering lazy, spoiled and 
unco-operative students and 
begin to weed out the ones 
who not only disrupt, but of- 
ten prevent, educational ad- 
vancement for the greater 
majority of good students, 


ENGLISH LITERATURE 
CRITICIZED 

To continue in my vein of 
protest I would also like to 
discuss another report from 
the conference. A well Known 
Canadian author, who ad- 
dressed the gathering of the 
teachers, was reported to have 
criticized the methods of 
teaching English literature in 
Ontario, He was quite conyin- 
ced that today’s students felt 
cheated because they were not 
reading about prostitution, 
perversion, drug addiction and 
other forms of abnormal be- 
haviour, 


The speaker, although he 
has never taught English in 
this province, had the auda 
city to insult an English in- 
spector who defended the pro 
vince’s approach to the sub- 
ject as realistic and adequate. 
As a writer of seamy novels 
himself, the critic believed 
that students should be allow- 
ed to read and study seamy 
novels complete with all of the 
four-letter words that have be- 
come a part of modern litera- 
ture 


T must admit that T am be- 
coming impatient with the 
number of people who increas- 
ingly set themselves up as 
self-styled champions of roal- 
ism and freedom of expres 
sion for the young - no matter 
how great the shock is or who 
gets hurt, What right does an 
author of ‘seamy’ books have 


tionists have no right to say 
that the ‘odd-balls’ are wrong 
and, instead, should be bend- 
ing over backwards to be nice 
to them, 

This, of course, is all very 
wonderfil in theory, As a 
teacher T believe that every 
person should be given the 
right to have the same chance 
of success in this life. No 
youngster should be denied 
the opportunity of a proper 
education because of his rac 
inl, religious or social back. 
ground, But, at the same time, 
this same child should realize 
that he or she has a responsi: 
hility to respect school pro. 
perty, co-operate with school 
authorities, and display a sen: 
sible degree of initiative, 

What is the point of pour 
ing great sums of money into 
a school system to provide ex- 
cellent facilities, staff, equip:

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Mayor Criticizes Building Eyesores 


Water Board Officials Inspect 
New Filtration Plant Addition 


Members of the Lindsay 
Water Board were conducted 
on a tour of the expanded fil- 
tration plant located on Mary 
Sreet East, by Superintendent 
Robert Reynolds, 

The filtration plant, adja: 
cent to the pumping station, 
has recently been expanded 
to three times the original ca 
pacity, and the addition is pre- 
sently in the final stages of 
assembly. 

Explaining the detailed pro- 
cess involved in purifying 
Lindsay's water supply, Sup- 
erintendent Reynolds follow- 
ed the water flow from the 
time it leaves the Sucgug Riv- 
er until it leaves the plant as 
clear water on its way to one 
of the two storage tanks. 

Mr. Reynolds said the water 
is drawn from the river low 
lifts pumps at the river bank, 
and pumped into the filter sy- 
stem by another set of low 
lift pumps in the filtration 
building. 

The first process involved 
in treating the raw water 1s 
done by passing it through a 
high tank type purifyer called 
a Graver re - activator. This 
piece of equipment is sunk in 
a 50 foot square block of con- 
crete, is circular in shape and 
has an inner funnel shaped 
cone about 20 feet across. The 
new addition to the plant is 
similar to the units that have 
been in use since 1959, but 
have twice the capacity, he 
said. 

The raw water is piped into 
the lower section of the cone 
shaped inner tank, at the bot- 
tom of which an electrically 
driven impeller whirls the 
water causing the clearer wat- 
er to rise to the top. The 
slurry is automatically drawn 
off at the bottom of the cone 
at timed intervals. 

The clear water at the top 
flows into the outer area of 
the tank and troughs placed 
around the perimeter of the 
outer tank gather the clear 
water and conducts this water 
to the filter beds by gravity 
flow. This unit has a capacity 
of 4,400 gallons per minute, 
he said. 

Mr. Reynolds said the new 
filter beds have an area of 768 
square feet. Concrete slabs 
suspended above the floor 
contain small cones and above 

the floor some 70 tons of an- 
thracite is spread to filter the 
water. As the water seeps 
through the anthracite, it col- 
lects under the sub-floor then 
flows to the clear well below 
the filter basins, From here, 
he said, the water is pumped 
by high rise pumps to the two 
storage tanks on the east and 
west edge of the town. 


Mr. Reynolds told the board 
members the filter beds are 
flushed, usually daily, by a re- 
verse flow process, He ex- 
plained the contro] panels he 
had designed for controlling 
the flushing process, The pan- 
els incorporate small finger 
tip operated valves and 
switches that motivate larger 
valves and swiches by air and 
magnetic devices to cause the 
reverse flow of water and air 
to clean the filters, 


Mr. Reynolds also explain- 
ed the many instruments and 
controls on the main panel 
which automatically controls 
the functions of the plant. He 
showed the recording of water 
flow, water pressure, and re- 
serve capacity at all hours of 
the day and night. He also 

‘pointed out that the water 
towers acted as a sorage place 
for the excess of pumpage over 
demand, and noted that the 
tanks are usually kept almost 
full, 

Additional pumping capa- 
city will be installed in the 
pumping station in the near 
future, and the new addition 
to the filter plant will be com

IS ANYTHING BEING DONE 
ON ARTHRITIS RESEARCH? 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Is 
anything being done about 
arthritis? My wife, who is only 
42, is practically crippled by 
rheumatoid arthritis, Isn't 
that pretty young to have it? 
is there any cure?-Mr .T. 

Comment: Rheumatoid ar- 
thritis doesn’t limit its attacks 
to any age group. Many are 
small children. Over 50 per 
cent of those disabled are un- 
der 45. When you consider 
that over 4 million Americans 
suffer from rheumatoid arth- 
ritis, that is quite a lot of pain- 
ful disability. It’s undoubted- 
ly our number one crippler in 
this country. 

It is part of a constitutional 
disease which begins by in- 
flaming the soft tissues around 
the joints and often ends in rig- 
idity and deformity of the 
joints. Doctors try various 
remedies, but unfortunately, 
we have no specific cure. We 
can help, but only quacks pro- 
mise they can surely cure. 

In answer to your question, 
Mr. T.: “Js anything being 
done about it?” the answer is 
yes. We haven’t forgotten the 
12 million Americans who suf- 
fer from arthritis of all kinds 
(osteoarthritis, gout, infectious 
arthritis, spondylitis, rheuma- 
tic fever, lupus, etc.). 

The Arthritis Foundation is 
conducting nation-wide re- 
search. We have not forgotten 
arthritis while resarching dis- 
eases of the heart and cancer. 
When we find the actual cause 


ample, we'll be on our way to 
finding a specific antitote. 

Meanwhile, see that your 
wife has the benefit of doctors 
especially interested in over- 
coming rheumatoid arthritis. 
Just taking aspirin isn’t suffi- 
cient, She may need special 
rehalibitation measures and 
drugs to overcome her pain 
and disability. All we can do 
is keep hoping that help is 
near.

To overcome this, a convex 
lens is prescribed to bring the 
image to the right spot. 

People who are farsighted 
can see easily at a distance, 
but close work strains their 
eyes so they get headaches and 
nervous tension. Wearing 
proper glasses at work over- 
comes this difficulty.

New library system 
by January 1, 

“We hope to be able to in- 
stitute the Victoria County 
Library System by January 1, 
1967,” County Librarian Mrs. 
Janet Nowakowski told “The 
Post’ recently. 

She said that six or seven 
municipal library boards had 
already asked their municipal 
council to forward a resolu- 
tion to the County Library 
System. 


Mrs. Nowakowski said 75 
per cent of the libraries in the 
county must apply for admis- 
sion to permit the County to 
form the unit. She said under 
the new system each librarian 
would be paid on an hourly 
basis by the Library System. 


She said all new books 
would be ordered also by the 
chief librarian, and each mu- 
nicipal received into the sy: 
stem would become a branch 
library. Also under the Coun- 
ty system, each Library Board 
would be paid a rental fee for 
the use of the building and 
the Library Board would be 
responsible only for the heat- 
ing, lighting, and maintenance 
of the building. 

Mrs. Nowakowski said the 
Lindsay Library Board are at 
present undecided about join-

“BORDERLINE HIGH BLOOD 
PRESSURE” WORRIES 
INSURANCE APPLICANT 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I went 
for an insurance examination 
and the doctor said I have 
“borderline high blood pres- 
sure’. He finally passed me 
for insurance without any 
premium increase. But I have 
been worrying a bit since. Is 
there or isn’t there something 


wrong with my pressure?- 
Comment: As I have said 
here quite often, doctors 


should be especially careful 
when they discuss illness with 
their patients. This holds true 
for physicians who are ex- 
amining applicants for insur- 
ance. 

Many’s the patient who came 
to my office scared to death 
because the examiner found 
a “trace” of albumin in the ur- 
ine; a “trace” of sugar; a 
‘questinoable’ murmur; or 
“horderline” high blood pres- 
sure. Yet, in all these cases, 
insurance was issued without 
any increase in a premium. 

I feel strongly that doctors 
should not think out loud 
when there is a questionable 
condition present, Tt is at 
suchtimes that they dissem- 
inate iatrogenic disease (dis- 
ease caused by doctors). 

When the pressure is ab- 
normally high ((as proved hy 
repeated tests) the patient 
should know. This is essential 
so he will take his medicines 
and follow his diet and a new 
way of life.

Before the end of this year a full- 
length Canadian feature film will be re- 
leased to Great Britain, the United 
States and other countries. It is cer- 
tain to encourage people to visit our 
country during the 1967 Centennial. 

The film, called Helicopter Canada, 
an hour-long Panavista production for 
wide screens, will be shown in our own 
cinemas during 1967. 

Helicopter Canada is the first full 
length moving picture feature to be 
made entirely from a helicopter-in-1 
flight anywhere in the world. It 1s an 
exciting coast-to-coast color sweep of 
Canada — its geography, its wildlife, 
{ts people and ways of life. It is being 
produced by the National Film Board 
of Canada for and with the ald of the 
Centennial Commission. Peter Jones 
is the producer and George Salverson is 
the script writer. The director-cam- 
eraman is Hugene “Jeep” Boyko of the 
National Film Board staff who had 
some interesting experiences filming 
this project across Canada from the 
open door of a helicopter, 

Boyko was born in Saskatoon, has 
been a dishwasher, shipyard worker, 
private chauffeur In various parts of 
the country and he was a country-and- 
western singer in Saskatoon in 1937 
when a broadcaster named Jack Wells 
tagged him with his nickname, Jeep, 
after a comic-strip creature, 

In the 40’s Boyko was a taxi driver 
in Vancouver when a passenger went 
on vacation leaving her camera in the 
cab. He used it to shoot a traffic ac- 
cident and sold it to a local paper for 
$5. This sent him into photography 
and he wound up at the National Film 
Board in 1951, Boyko’s home, when he 
gets there, is in Lorraine, Quebec, he 
has a wife, one daughter, 10, and one 
son, 3. 

By means of Jeep Boyko's camera, 
background narration, dialogue and 
sound effects, the viewer in the cin- 
ema audience will be making a _ trip 
across the country, discovering Canada 
as though he were in that helicopter. 
The copter, during shooting, was able 
to get as close to the face of anything 
as its blades permitted and hovered 
from six to 600 feet. 

Boyko spent more than a year on 
the filming — a good deal of the time 
500 feet up in the air, crash helmet on 
head, hanging out the side of a French- 
built turbine helicopter (the Alouette). 


In one year he shot 96,000 feet of film 
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and travelled from Newfoundland to 
Victoria. An anti-vibration mount for 
the camera was a French-made unit, 
first used in the making of the French 
films “The Red Balloon” and “Voyage 
in a Balloon’, It permits a pleture 
while hovering vibration is eliminated 
in this clever device. 

In Toronto Boyko hovered a few 
feet above Nathan Phillips Square for 
a dramatic view of the new clam-shell 
elty hall. He caught the Old Fort 
Henry Guard, at Kingston, doing its 
drill. 

The helicopter camera shot the con- 
voluted tubing and towers of a vast 
oll refinery complex at Edmonton, pad- 
die wheelers, rising new buildings in 
western cities, the lush North Saskat- 
chewan River Valley; in Montreal the 
helicopter made forays around the new 
skyscrapers; in Saskatchewan it 
caught a fast-moving freight train 
travelling through a Prairie town. a 
truck leaving a high dust plume he- 
hind it, down a road to a lone elevator 
standing stark against the prairie hor- 
izon. 

The film’s viewers will have the sen- 
sation of being virtually on the surface 
of the gorge beneath the Honeymoon 
Bridge at Niagara Falls. and being on 
a slow trin straight un the face of the 
bridal veil falls almost at arms length. 
They will “ride the back” of a deer in 
flicht, peek into the windows of Mont- 
real’s skyscrapers and experience the 
sizcht and sound of stenographers at 
their work and stockbrokers in action. 
Thev will view skiers and mountain 
climbers, wheat farmers, miners and 
prospectors, lumbermen, assembly-line 
productions, football clubs, outdoor ac- 
tivities of various ethnic grouns and of 
the first Canadians—the Indians.

Developer Formu 


Over a couple of months, 
several requests have been 
made for information on de- 
velopers, such as what is a de- 
veloper made of; is there more 
than one chemical in it; what 
the different chemicals do, and 
could I give a formula and ex- 
plain its use. 

Well, we will start off with 
a formula that is referred to 
as a “Universal’’ developer. 
This means that the developer 
is suitable for most films, and 
also for developing prints. 
Some developers, such as the 
Pyro-soda, the Metol-hydroqui- 
none-borax, and those contain- 
ing Paraphenyline-diamine for 
fine grain use, are suitable for 
negative material only. 

Take water, About 20 ozs., 
Metol 45 grains; Sodium Sul- 
phite 1 oz. 300 grs.; Hydroqui- 
none 185 grs.; Sodium Carbon- 
ate 2 ozs. 185 grs; Potassium 
Bromide 30 grs. Disolve these 
in the order given and add 
water to make 32 ozs. 

For contact prints, dilute 1 
part stock solution with 1 part 
water, and develop for 45 to 
60 seconds. For Bromide en- 
largements, dilute 1 part of the 
stock solution with 4 parts of 
water, and develop for 144 to 
244 minutes. When using for 
films, dilute 1 part stock solu- 
tion with 2 parts of water, and 
develop as a test for your film, 
for 5 minutes. All these time

This suggested development 
time may very well be right 
for your film and method, and 
then again, it may NOT be,, as 
several factors have a bearing 
on the correct time. When the 
film is dry, examine it care- 
fully. If it is of medium den- 
sity, shadows full of detail, the 
highlights (the blackest parts 
of the picture on the negative 
still showing printable detail 
and modelling, then you can 
say it is correctly developed. 

Tf, on the other hand it is 
thin, lacking in contrast, de- 
tail good in the shadows, with 
the highlights thin, you more 
than likely have an under de- 
veloped film, and the time 
should be increased provided 
the temperature of the devel: 
oper was maintained at 68 deg. 
during the entire developing 
time. 

If you have very dense ne- 
gatives, extremely contrasty, 
black parts very dense and 
hard, you have overdeveloped. 
Be careful, though, to make 
sure the dense negatives are 
contrasty, and not just dense. 
Your dense film could be very 
dark and be “flat” or lacking 
in contrast, or “pep”, which 
would be due to over expo- 
sure, and not to over develop- 
ment. In the case of the thin 
film, it could be due to under- 
exposure rather than under 
development, in which case 


are for a temperature of 
68 deg.

there would be lots of contrast, 
and no detail in the shadow 


part of the picture. 

So, in checking, take the con- 
trast into consideration as 
well as the density. 

The amount of agitation dur- 
ing development is very impor- 
tant. It should be constant 
from one film to another, be- 
cause you can never duplicate 
results otherwise. Too little 
agitation tends to result in 
under development, while too 
much will cause overdevelop- 
ment, and also has a tendency 
to coursen the grain structure 
of the emulsion. -So you can 
see that if you have a perfectly 
developed film with a five 
minute timing and with agita- 
tion for 5 seconds every min- 
ute, you will not get the same 
result with a 5 second agitation 
period every two or three 
minutes, 

In your test film note for 
how long at a time, and how 
often during the development 
you agitated the film, and ad- 
here to that timing for all 
films. 

It is very important too, to 
have, and keep, your develop- 
er at 68 deg. Although com- 
pensated developing times 
can be used for varying tem- 
peratures, unless you have a 
table for the particular devel- 
oper you are using, it is far 
better and easier to keep the 
68 deg. standard temperature. 
Developers are sensitive to 
temperature changes in two 
main respects. As with most

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chemical reactions, they are 
slowed down by the cold, and 
what is worse, the cold can 
change the speed of the reduc- 
ing agents separately, thus giv- 
ing the effect of a different 
formula. 

This will be taken up more 
fully in a later issue, at which 
time the use of each chemical, 
and its behaviour under vary- 
ing temperatures will be dis- 
cussed, 

The formula given at the be- 
ginning of this article is, as 
stated, universal in its appli- 
cation, Other formulas will 
be given, and their character- 
istics described. The thing to 
remember in this article is that 
in developing films, a precise 
system must be devised to con- 
trol the amount of agitation 
so that it may be the same on 
all your films, A fair guide is 
to agitate for ten seconds im- 
mediately on filling the tank, 
and then for 5 seconds every 
minute after that. As said be- 
fore, the temperature should 


be kept as near to 68 deg. as 
possible, and be sure to make 
the timing accurate. Don’t 
give 5 minutes one time, then 
next time give a bit extra ‘for 
luck”, Oh yes! I’ve known 
that to be done! 

Set your timer for the exact 
time you have found best for 
you, and when the bell rings 
pour off the the developer. 
Some workers start timing the 
moment they start pouring the 
developer into the tank, while 
others wait until they have 
filled the tank. 

Which ever way you do your 
timing, be constant; don’t use 
one method one time, and an- 
other method next time, 

Remember that after the de- 
veloper is poured off the film, 
the developing action will con- 
tinue until the film is rinsed 
off and the fixer poured in, so

“Silence is golden” — par 
ticularly when fishing, 

These words to the wise, often 
administered to small fry at the 
dinner table, also apply to cer- 
tain fishing practices — namely 
the approach. 

Sneak up on fish. Invoke all 
the rules of stealth you can, and 
follow them carefully when 
ynaneuvering into casting posl- 
tion in shallow and medium 
depth waters.
